Alpine cable 
car crash

Forty-two skiers plunged 
200ft to their death in- a 
mountain cable car tonight 
near the winter sports centre 
of Cavallese in the Italian 
Dolomites. Police said there 
was, one survivor. 

The victims - are believed- to 
be mostly Italians, Germans and. 
Austrians and it is not thought 
that -there were any Britons in 
the car. They were all returning 
from an Afternoon's skiing on 
Mourn Cermis when, about 
450ft .from their destination, 
their cable car crashed into a 

field, bejow. 

The cause of the accident, 
the worst' in ' Italian Alpine 
history, is being investigated 
bur otjiice said that.-according 
to first reports, the load-bearing 
cable, appeared to have snapped.. 

Another report, as yet uncon¬ 
firmed,' was that the car crashed 
after .being slammed against a 
second -car by a gust of wind. 

Most'of the victims died in¬ 
stantly/, but about five died 
later from their injuries. ■ 

. Police mountain rescue teams 
rushed to ..the scene and heli¬ 
copters'ferried- the injured to 
hospital in CavaDese and Bol¬ 
zano.

Worst in' history - r Yesterday's 
crash was the worst in the his¬ 
tory of cable car .transport. The 
previous highest toll .- was re¬ 
corded in 1966s when.16 people 
died after a car plunged-into a 
valley in Taiwan. 

The most spectacular cable 
car crash was in 1961 when a 
French Sabre - jet fighter 
severed tire-cable of a route up 
Mont Blanc, hurling three 
cabins on to the rocks below. 
Six people died.

Safety move 
after new 
asbestos link 
with cancer 

By Neville Hodgkinson 

An urgent review of precau¬ 
tions surrounding the use ol 
asbestos has been started by 
the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive in the light of a growing 
body of evidence that it is a 
potent cause of cancer. 

In certain forms, it is feared 
to be a threat to the public as 
well as to those working with 
it; yet because of its resistance 
to heat and acid it is in wide¬ 
spread household aud industrijl 
use. 

Factory inspectors are being 
asked to report on the degree 
of compliance with and diffi¬ 
culties of enforcement of the 
-Asbestos Regulations of 1969. 
There is particular concern over 
demolition and delagging work, 
because of the large amounts 
of asbestos dust that may be 
released into the atmosphere. 

The Asbestos Regulations do 
□ot specify obligations to those 
who are not workpeople, and 
an extension of the Health and 
Safety Executive’s powers may¬ 
be sought to improve the pro. 
tection given to the public. 

Warnings to home handymen 
about the dangers of inhaling 
the dust while working with 
asbestos products, and of the 
need to seal them to prevent 
fibres flaking off and contami¬ 
nating the home, are being 
worked out between the Depart¬ 
ment of Prices and Consumer 
Protection and the asbestos 
industry', with help from the 
Employment Medical Advisory 
Service. 

It is nearly eight years sine? 
a recommendation that such 
warnings should be issued was 
made by the standing subcom¬ 
mittee on cancer of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health’s standing 
medical advisory enmnuuee. 

In a confidential rennri 
entitled Control of the cancer 
hazard due to asbestos to the 
general population the com¬ 
mittee said it had been shown 
that mesothelioma, a malignant 
tumour originating in the lininu 
of the chest or stomach, could 
be produced by slight exposure 
to asbestos, and that on present 
knowledge it had to be assumed 
thaT no amount of exposure was 
completely free from the risk. 

The report, which has only 
just come to light, added: “The 
use of asbestos is so widespread 
that it is not practicable to 
reduce exposure by protecting 
individual members of the 
public and efforts should he 
concentrated on reducing the 
amount of asbestos dust in the 
atmosphere.” 

When the advisory commit¬ 
tee’s report was written, the 
observed annual incidence of 
mesothelioma deaths had risen

Moscow, March 9.—A Soviet 
Ilyushin 18 airliner crashed 
near Yerevan on Friday night, 
killing same 120 people, an 
unofficial Soviet source re¬ 
ported today.

Mr Thorpe finds the 
voters disillusioned 
with all politicians

Mr Jeremy Thorpe went on 
a swift canvassing tour of the 
Sutton, CarsfcaJton constituency 
last night but was in no mood 
to answer questions about his 
future as leader of the liberal 
Party. 

Lucidly, the electors who 
opened their doors to him did 
not bring up the subject. Most 
of them seemed surprised to 
see him on the doorstep, were 
polite, but expressed disillu¬ 
sionment with all politicians. 

Mr Thorpe arrived about an 
hour and a half after a coach 
containing four Uberal MPs 
and supporters had arrived in 
the constituency, which goes to 
the polls tomorrow. 

The coach, an orange flag 
fluttering bravely from its win¬ 
dows, set off to rally the resi¬ 
dents of CarshaJton Beeches. 

Mr Thorpe, who arrived in a 
car driven by his secretary, 
said: “Naturally I was very 
interested in the Prime Mini¬ 
ster’s remarks about South 
Africa, but I cannot make any 
further comment. They were 
very significant remarks.” 

He said there was a new elec¬ 
tion procedure for leader and 
his future would be decided by 
Ills colleagues and himself, not 
by gossip.

to about 120 a year, compared 
with a total of 200 cases recor¬ 
ded over the 15 years up to 
1966- The number is now run¬ 
ning at more than 200 a year, 
but because of difficulties in 
diagnosis the true incidence 
may be much higher. 

Stringent precautions are 
taken to keep down the level 
of dust among workers regu¬ 
larly exposed to asbestos. Be¬ 
cause of inadequate standards 
in the past, hundreds of wor¬ 
kers have died and still are 
dying from asbestosis, scarring 
of tbe lungs caused by inhala¬ 


tion of asbestos fibres. 

The condition is irreversible, 
untreatable, progressive, ■ and 
often disabling or fatal. 

A maximum level of exposure 
of tvtfb fibres a cubic centimetre 
of air was laid down in the 
1969 regulations on the basis 
of advice from the British 
Occupational Hygiene Society.

Choir schools in England and 
Wales will hu allowed to con¬ 
tinue ti> select, pupils on their 
singing ability and will he ex¬ 
empted from tbe Education 
Bill, which bans selection aod 
is now going through Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Mr Fowler, Minister of State 
far Education and Science, 
announced that yesterday to the 
standing committee. Later he 
confirmed to me that local 
authorities will he able to take 
up places at independent choir 
schools without first getting per¬ 
mission from the Secretary of 
State. 

He said that such selection 
must be based oo singing 
ability and must not be related 
to rhe children's academic 
abilities. There are 19 prepara¬ 
tory independent choir schools 
and 17 secondary choir 
schools, ot which rwo are state 
schools. 


Mr . Norman St John-Stcvas, 
onposirion spokesman on educa¬ 
tion and science, hailed the 
announcement as the first con¬ 
cession the Government had 
made on the Bill in committee. 

Last month he said that the 
future of many choir ’ schools 
was threatened by the Bill, He 
proposed a charter for the 
schools to pur them in the same 
category as schools For child¬ 
ren with music and dancing 
abilities, which were already 
exempt. 

Mr David Jewell, headmaster 
of Brisrnl. Cathedral School 

said: “This announcement pro¬ 
vides - a beam of hope. Local 
authorities who have been un¬ 
certain about taking up places 
at choir schools will now. know 
that they can do sn with the 
Government’s blessing.”

A working party comprising 
representatives of the national 
an -galleries, the Royal 
Academy, and the Turner 
Society has been set up to re¬ 
port back to Lady Birk in three 
months on the feasibility of 
housing Turner’s paintings in 
Somerset House, and the prac¬ 
tical measures that need to be 
taken. 

Tbe general sense of the 
meeting was that the Fine 
Rooms . on the first- floor, 
designed by Sir William 
Chambers exactly 200 years ago 
as council rooms for the 
academy and the learned 
societies, are too .fine to con¬ 
vert into formal galleries 


devoted exclusively to pain nags 
by Turner. 

Ir would be architecturally 
philistine to blot out 
Chambers's ornate moulded 
panels, wiudows and chimney 
pieces, not to mention Cipriani's 
paintings on the ceilings. The 
general opinion was that it 
wouoid be better to furnish the 
rooms with a permanent exhibi¬ 
tion of a few fine paintings 
from the period of the 
academy’s residence there, fine 
period furniture, and sculp¬ 
ture. which used to be a 
particular ornament of these 
rooms. 

Upstairs, the second floor of 
tbe Strand block, where the 


academy used to have its 
schools of painting, and u the 
Great Room ”, where its exhibi¬ 
tions were held, could be 
restored and converted into 
galleries for an exhibition of 
Turners that would be changed 
and lent periodically. 

The Great Room could hold 
50 oils, hung in less congestion 
than in Turner’s time, when die 
walls looked like a crowded 
stamp album. Tbe anteroom, 
school of painting, and other 
side rooms on the second floor 
would be converted to hold 
about 200 watercolours, with 
space to breathe.

Butlins, the holiday camp 
company, was fined a total of 
£1,940 and ordered to pay £400 
costs at Chichester Magistrates’ 
Court, Sussex, yesterday for 46 
food hygiene offences. The 
offences were said to relate to 
conditions at the company's 
Bognor Regis camp last 
summer. The company pleaded 
guilty. 

Mr John Smyth, for Arun 
District Council, said rhat con¬ 
ditions at the camp were 
reminiscent of a Victorian 
workhouse. Crockery and cook¬ 
ing equipment had been found 
encrusted with stale food and 
trays of ham and plates of 
peaches were also encrusted. 

Mr Smyth said a tin opener 
was covered with grease and 
so putrefied that it had a foul 

odour. Kiicheo walls had pieces 
of cucumber and tea bags 
sticking to them, extractor 
filters and hoods were clogged 
with grease and there were 
cracked tiles and concrete, 
filthy ledges, floors and walls 
in food preparation rooms. 

He said the 46 offences were 
specimen ones, resulting from 
five visits to the camp by 
health inspectors. 

Tbe council had received 
numerous complaints from 
holidaymakers at the camp. 
One woman complained of 
sparrows flying around the 
dining room, and said she had 
seen a waiter with dirty 
trousers feeding the birds in 
the room. 

Mr Smyth said that since 
1972 Butlins had refused in 
heed repeated warnings from 
tbe council about hygiene at 
the camp. 

Mr Michael Eastham, QC. for 


The defence, said it was tile first 
time Butlins had been prose¬ 
cuted and tbe offences had w> 
be viewed against 40 years of 
trouble-free service. . New; 
sophisticated washing-up 

machines had been ordered for 
the camp. 

Imposing tile fines, ranging 
from £15 to £65, Mr Stanley 
Roth, c hair man said any com¬ 
pany was only as good as its 
staff. He added: “ Looking id 
the future, we feel that witij 
the high degree of unemploy¬ 
ment it may be that Butlins 
could possibly be a little more 
selective in the type of people 
they bring dovm here to ser¬ 
vice this camp.” ‘ 

Mr Eastham said some of 
those who had complained tn 
the council had done so only 
after publicity, and ibose who 
had wanted compensation had 
been given it. Butlins had 
received letters from 79 people 
who had voluntarily written tn 
compliment them on tbeir stan¬ 
dards of cleanliness after seeing 
the publicity. 

Butlins said later: “Many of 
the descriptions of our Bognor 
Regis holiday centre have been 
greatly exaggerated. Most of 
die offences to which we 
pleaded guilty were of a minor, 
technical nature. 

“ At no time has there been 
any health risk relating to any 
of the charges on which we 
have been found guilty. We 
have cooperated closely with 
the local health and hygiene 
officials and following the 
installation of new washing 
equipment the council have 
expressed their satisfaction in 
us of conditions at Bognor 
Regis."

House or Commons 
Mr James Lomond (Oldham. 
East. Lab) asked when the Prime 
Minister nest hoped to meet polit¬ 
ical loaders of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

Mr Harold Wilson (Uuytoo, 
Lab}—Mr Brezhnev, Mr Kosygin 
and Mr Gromyko have all accepted 
in principle invitations to visit this 
country. The dates for these visits 
I lave still to be confirmed, but we 
hope to announce shortly the tim¬ 
ing of Mr Gromyko's visit. 

Mr Lomond—Will he use the 
opportunity at these meetings to 
cany on the initiative he took 
almost a year ago to Increase 
friendship and cooperation with 
die Soviet Union by means of 
trade ? This is much more con- 
stractive la building peace than the 
belligerent speeches we have heard 
from the Leader of tbe Opposition 
amt her friends. 

Mr Wilson—I have nothing to 
say about certain speeches, it has 
been the policy of successive gov¬ 
ernments to cry to build up trade 
with the Soviet Union ever since 
the war. We are now beginning to 
see the results of the agreement of 
* -i ear **°- Some big contracts 
with some of our major industries 
arc under discussion. 

Mr Christopher Tugendhat (City 
London and Westminster, 
South, C) — One of the West’s 
greatest assets in dealing with the 
Soviet Union Is that we are so 
much more technologically 
advanced than they are. Would the 
Prime Minister make clear to die 
Russian leaden that deals of the 
sort he signed are providing our 
technology on the cheap at subsi¬ 
dized rates and are not compatible 
with the Russian artitude to 
detente ? (Conservative cheers.) 

Mr Wilson—All trade consists of 


e\chjngcs of technology. We are 
in strong competition with leading 
western countries. including 
France, West Germany and parti¬ 
cularly Italy. It is right we should 
get contracts. Tf he wanted us to 
opt: out of that trade on the 
grounds of the philosophy he has 
enunciated i t would mean far 
fewer chances for this country. 

On the question of subsidized 
rates of interest we nave had to 
follow here the ruling rate set hy 
other countries in western Europe. 
At Rambouillet we proposed there 
should be exchanges of vlcys and 
common policy for these matters. 

Mr Eric Heffer (Liverpool. WaJ- 
toq, Lab)—When the Prime Minis¬ 
ter meets leaders of the Sorter 
Communist Party would he explain 
ro them the philosophy of the dem¬ 
ocratic sodal!srs in this and other 
countries that we are much 
opposed to the idea of dissidents 
bang put in prison, (hat we are 
against Jews not being allowed to 
leave the Soviet Union, that we 
believe that democratic socialism 
means democracy and that people 
who have sympathy with the socia¬ 
list economy of Russia have no 
sympathy with the political 
bureaucracy. which exists there at 
present. (Cheers.) 

Mr Wilson—I agree. These are 
points 1 have put many times to 
the Soviet leaders, and first put in 
1947, 

Air Peter TapseU (Horncastle, 
C)—In view of the serious expan¬ 
sion of Soviet imperialism Into 
southern Africa, it would be more 
appropriate before the Prime 
Minister meets Mr Brezhnev for 
bim first to fly to Washington and 
discuss with President Ford the 
methods by which the western 
alliance can ensure that the peo¬ 
ples of southern Africa have a 


right to work out their own des- 
mties without foreign imperialist 
intervention. 

Mr Wilson—The Foreign Secre¬ 
tary and I are in the closest touch 
wifi) tbe United States Government 
and other western governments on 
t hese que stions. We shall lose no 
opportunity to make dear to the 
Soviet Union oar views about out¬ 
side intervention in southern 
Africa. 

Mr Malcolm RiOdnd (Edin¬ 
burgh, Pentlands, C) asked when 
the Prime Minister next expected 
to meet the Secretary General of 
the United Nations. 

Mr Wilson—I have met the 
Secretary General on a number of 
occasions. I look forward to meet¬ 
ing him in tbe future whenever this 
will be beneficial to British and 
world interests. 

Mr RifirtTMt —If he is not to meet 
the Secretary General in me near 
future will he instruct our ambas¬ 
sador to the United Nations to 
raise with the Security Council the 
continuing aggression by the 
Soviet Union and Cuba in the in¬ 
ternal affairs of Angola ? 

We must use all tbe diplomatic 
means at our disposal to put the 
Soviet Union in the dock and 
brand Mr Brezhnev as the most 
blatant imperialist in Africa since 
and including Cecil Rhodes. 

Mr Wilson—One of the big prob¬ 
lems of Africa is the competing 
Imperialism of the Russians and 
the Chinese. This has had serious 
effects in various parts of Africa. 
W'e are in close touch with our 
allies on fids question. 

If the answer is that this could 
be best done in the United Nations 
we shall not hesitate to do so. 

Mr James WeHbeloved (Bexley, 
Erith and Crayford, lab)—When 
the Prime Minister meets Dr Wald¬ 


heim will he raise with him the 
activities of South African agents 
in the internal affairs of demo¬ 
cratic countries including Britain ? 

Has he received any evidence 
about die involvement of South 
African agents in the framing of 
leading Liberal Party members ? 

Mr Wilson— I hare do doubt that 
there Is strong South African parti¬ 
cipation in recent activities relat¬ 
ing to the Leader of the Liberal 
Party (Mr Jeremy Thorpe) based 
on massive reserves of business 
money and private agents of 
various kinds and qualities. 1 hare 
no evidence that the South African 
Government or agencies or agents 
have any connexion with these un¬ 
savoury activities. 

Mr Richard Luce (Shoreham, 
C )—Is it not unacceptable to 
Britain and die West that llucsia 
should preach detente at Helsinki 
and practise precisely the oppo¬ 
site in southern Africa? If he 
agrees with that, what is be doing 
to raise the matter at-the United 
Nations and seek the removal of 
Soviet troops from southern 
Africa ? 

Mr Wilson—If and when we 
believe the right approach is by 
raising it Or helping others to raise 
it in the United Nations we shall 
do so. We do not believe that 
moment has come. Our views will 
be made clear to the Soviet Union 
before and during Mr Gromyko’s 
visit. 

Mr Frank Hooley (Sheffield, 
Heeley, Lab)—The United King¬ 
dom Is totally opposed to racism in 
southern Africa whether it is Rho¬ 
desia, Namibia or Sooth Africa 
itself. Con the Prime Minister indi¬ 
cate bow the British Government 
proposes to take tbe Initiative 
within the United Nations to put 
an end to this situation ? 


Mr Wilson—-Yes, wc have made 
tills clear on a number of occasions 
with regard to all these couicrfes 
and of. course the United Nations 
itself went OP record on o’tr initia¬ 
tive on the matter of sanctions 
against Rhodesia as long a-jo as 
1965. 

Mr John Pardoe (Cornwall, 
North. LI—Tbe Prime Minister is 
obviously aware he has made an 
extremely important and serious 
statement iu answer ta a previous 
question about South African 
security forces. 

‘ In view of the serious nature of 
the suggestion chat the South Afri¬ 
can Government are involved iu 
affairs of this country to do with 
politicians, perhaps of all parties, 
what action does be propose to 
take ? 

Mr Wilson—I did not say secur¬ 
ity forces, I said there was no 
evidence of South African Govern¬ 
ment participation iu this matter. I 
referred to some very strong and 
heavilv financed master-ntindlng of 
certain political operations. 
Anyone in this House concerned 
with democracy toil feel revolted 
with the fact that we are going to 
have to face this sort of thing In so 
far as the leaders of any party or 
of all parties are concerned. I can 
find no evidence about the South 
African Government. 

With regard to the South Afri¬ 
can Government I answered a 
written question which he may not 
have seen because he has been 
very busy of late. But that answer 
said in respect of questions about 
Soutth African agency participa¬ 
tion in relation to certain African 
organizations who have offices 
here that police inquiries are con¬ 
tinuing and if anything comes out 
of them requiring action we will 
take whatever action is appro¬ 
priate. 


Estimate, of 
Russian 
arms costs 
too low 

Russian defence spending had 
been underestimated and had been 
increasing noticeably in the last 
three years, Mf Roy Mason. Secre¬ 
tary of. State fqp Defence, said 
during questions'on defence spend- 
iag, 

Mr James Lamond (Oldham, 
Ease, Lab) had asked what propor¬ 
tion of United Kingdom gross 
domestic product was to be spent 
on defence in 1975-76. 

Mr Mason—The share of the 
grow national producr was esti¬ 
mated at about 5.75 per cent in last 
year’s White Paper. The share of 
the gross domestic product at fac¬ 
tor cost would be about (he same. 

Mr Lamond—Why is It, If. there 
is to be a defence spending reduc¬ 
tion, that the White Paper shows 
that this year we mU speed 
£4,538m on defence and. in 1979- 
80, 14,541m, a Bin increase ? 

Mr Mason—On programmed 
expenditure in those years to 1979- 
80 we will be saving E2,800m on 
defence. 

During further questions, Mr 
Mason raid—In the next five years 
it is likely we shall stm be spend¬ 
ing, on the Nata yardstick, more 
chan our major European allies. 
Thereafter it could be less. 

On Russian defence spending, it 
has been established by researchers 
and analysts in tbe united King¬ 
dom and the United States that we 
have certainly underestimated the 
amount of money the Russians 
have been spending on defence and 
it has been increasing noticeably in 
the last three years. 


Chancellor sets target for growth rates needed Liberal MP calls for much 
to reduce unemployment to 700,000 in 1979 higher levels of . 

private sector profitability 


Mr Denis Healey, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer (Leeds, East, Lab), 
opening a two-day debate 
on public expenditure, moved 
that the House reject the 
demand far massive and im¬ 
mediate cuts in public expen¬ 
diture, which would increase both 
unemployment and the cost of liv¬ 
ing. and recosnizcd the need ro 
ensure that manufacturing industry 
could take full advantage of the 
upturn in world trade by >etelling 
off total public expenditure from 
April. 19,7. while keeping under 
continuous review the priorirv be¬ 
tween programmes. 

My purpose (he said) is to 
explain why the Government have 
decided that public spending 
should mark time for several years 
after next April, what tins imolits 
in levelling off our programmes; 
how the Government propose to 
ensure that the spending outlined 
in the White Paper is not exceeded 
in practice; and why we reject the 
criticism levelled at these plans bv 
the Conservatives and by some 
Labour MPs. 

There could have been few. if 
any. White Papers on nublic spend¬ 
ing id the past which had united 
political extremists to such an 
extent as the present one. It had 
even reached a point where The 
DaUp Telegraph had given hospita¬ 
lity, if not sanctuary, to Mr Nor¬ 
man Atkinson (Haringey. Totten¬ 
ham. Lab) who wrote an article on 
behalf of the Tribune Group. 

Hie reason for the levelling off 
m public spending was because of 
the Government’s basic objective 
in their economic strategy tor 
Britain to move Into the period of 
world recovery with the highest 
possible level of employment and a 
steadily increasing level of exports, 
and with manufacturing industry 
steadily absorbing a greater pro¬ 
portion of the country's resources 
and manpower. 

If we have to reduce unemploy¬ 
ment (he continued) to 700,000 in 
1979, and certainly nothing less 
ambitious should be uur objective, 
then our gross domestic product 
must grow at an average rate of 5.5 
per cent over the preceding three 
years and manufacturing output 
must grew at an average rate of 8.5 
per cent & year over the same 
period. 

Britain must seek to achieve 
what its main competitors in 
France, Germany aud Japan had 
already achieved. 

The higher rates of manufactur¬ 
ing investment in thusc countries 
were accompanied by an increase 
in manufacturing employment or 
11 per cent m France. 31 per cent 
>n Germany jnd 155 per cent m 
Japan. while nunufre luring 
employment in Britain had fallen 
IJ per cent. 

It would nut he cosy to reverse a 
trend which went luck at least to 
the end of the last war. What other 
countries had done. Britaiu could 
do, but only ir it was ensured Hue 
once recovery got under way the 
numr pjn of the increase in the 
wealth so generated went into 
manufacturing industry, particu¬ 
larly into export.-, and invest men r. 

No government could give a 
firm guarantee rbjt those targets 
wauid lie achieved, hut il they 
were nut, llien there would be less, 
m>t more, stupe for public spend¬ 
ing. Given the prime need to ban? 
Britain’s recovery »n vvpurrs and 
iiivciUncnt. the public spending 


envisaged a year ago and the 
necessary restraint on private con¬ 
sumption, would have required tax 
increases equivalent to Sp in the 
pound more on the basic rare of 
income tax than was now needed. 

I do not believe It would be 
passible (he continued) to count 
on the necessary moderation la 
wage claims or the effort in in¬ 
dustry if the average man and 
woman were losing well over 50p 
in every extra pound they earned 
in tax and national insurance 
contributions. 

Tbe agreement of the trade 
unions to the £6 pay limit last 
summer bad transformed Britain's 
economic prospects in every way. 

The steady fall in the inOation 
rate, which the TUC recognized 
must continue. would bring 
immeasurable benefits, but there 
would be one disadvantage in rela¬ 
tion to public spending. . 

When inflation was rising at the 
rate it wax last year and real in¬ 
terest rotes were negative, the 
burden of senicing Government 
borrowing was reduced. When in¬ 
flation. however, was falling, as It 
now was, then the real burden of 
debt interest was substantially in¬ 
creased. Because of that, the 
burden of debr interest was likely 
to be about £3.000m higher in 
1978-79 than was envisaged a year 
ago for that period. 

Of the debt interest paid at 
home, much would be returned in 
tax. The interest payments which 
went to institutions was added »n 
iheir resources, some of which 
might be invested in industry. On 
the other band about one-seventh 
of the debt was held abroad and 
the interest payable on that must 
be regarded as a claim on real 
resources. 

The new consultative council, 
which enabled local and central 
government to discuss spending 
programmes throughout .the . var, 
had already proved its worth in 
local authority, spending, which 
was an area in die past most liable 
to escape control. This year local 
councils were demanding excep¬ 
tionally low rate increases. 

Most important of all, the 
Government were going to intro¬ 
duce cash limits to cover a wide 
range of public spending. About 
tthrec-quaners oF central govern¬ 
ment voted expenditure, excluding 
social security benefits, would be 
covered. The rate support grant 
would also be included in it. 

Cash controls would also apply 
to most local authorin' capital 
expenditure. The only important 
exception to cash-limits in central 
government spending were items 
such as social security where the 
amount of money spent would 
depend on circumstances outside 
the Government’s immediate con¬ 
trol. 

Too often in the past govern¬ 
ments Faced with this problem had 
siraplv made equal percentage cuts 
in all programmes across the 
board. This Government acred dif¬ 
ferently. They agreed at Chequers 
that The regeneration of British 
industry should be their first 
priority. This commitment had 
Iwn endorsed unanimously by the 
Labour Party Conference three 
months earlier. 

lie did not claim that the priori¬ 
ties the Government bad chosen 
were perfect in every respect. They 
would listen to any constructive 


advice on priorities they were 
offered either in the Bouse or 
outside, but given the scale of the 
problems they freed they bad pre¬ 
served the essential priorities to 
which the; committed themselves 
in October, 1974. 

Mr Scanlon bad been quoted as 
saying in Glasgow only last Fri¬ 
day : " We support the Govern¬ 
ment completely and absolutely in 
its general strategy. We are not 
against the cuts in principle but 
against the cuts in certain direc¬ 
tions: for example, education and 
some of tbe social senices.” 

In using those words Mr Scanlon 
spoke not only for himself and the 
great trade union he represented 
but also for most working men zi d 
women who turned out in numbers 
unprecedented at a by-election to 
support the Labour Government in 
Coventry last Thursday, tutiwur 
cheers.) 

In the light of die vote of confi¬ 
dence the Government had Just 
received, not only in Coventry but 
at so many party and trade union 
meetings op and down the country, 
be found it difficult to understand 
a Labour backbench amendment 
which called on the Govenuneat to 
restore spending programmes. 

The amendment made a great 
deal of the TUC economic review, 
which pointed out that much of the 
press comment on the White Paper 
misrepresented the Government’s 
proposals which generally meant a 
seating down of hopes for the 
future as opposed to cuts. 

The review fully accepted the 
need to give priority to extra 
resources for manufacturing in¬ 
dustry. It was not without criticism 
and expressed concern at certain 
specific programme cuts. 

That amendment, like the 
Conservative amendment, claimed 
that the White Paper would in¬ 
crease unemployment, but the 
White Paper envisaged no redac¬ 
tion in public service manpower as 
a whole, simply a levelling off, 
although there might be a small 
reduction in tbe sue of the Civil 
Service. He did not believe that tbe 
Commons or the country would 
feel that the Levelling off of public 
service manpower was unreason¬ 
able. 

Local authority manpower in¬ 
creased by over a million between 
1959 and 1974, but manufacturing 
employment fell. It was in- 
nobody’s interest that that steady 
transfer from manufacturing into 
service industries, both public and 
private, should continue. 

He understood the genuine con¬ 
cern of some Labour MPs that the 
Government might bare abandoned 
tbe fundamental principle of the 
Labour movement, that public 
expendtinre should be used to cor¬ 
rect inequalities in society and to 
improve tbe performance oF the 
economy. The Government had not 
abandoned that principle. 

We must make room in the next 
few years ibe said) for a big shift 
of resources into manufacturing 
industry or our relative economjc 
performance is bound to decline 
still farther, as it has declined 
under successive governments over 
the past 30 years. 

Mrs Thatcher, tbe Leader of the 
Opposition, in tine with tbe cau¬ 
tious, rather cack-handed oppor¬ 
tunism which had characterized 
her behaviour in recent weeks, bad 
provided on amendment giving tit¬ 
tle clue to what she thought the 


Government should have done. 
Under the Tories public spending 
programmes, including the con¬ 
tingency reserve and shortfall, rose 
on average by 4.3 per cent a year 
throughout their last three years. 

In Labour's first three years die 
average was 4.1 per cent. If debt 
interest was Included the picture 
was reversed, but this Government, 
unlike their predecessors, bad not 
financed spending simply by print¬ 
ing money. 

Tbe price of tbe monetary profli¬ 
gacy through whicb the Tories 
financed their massive spending 
programmes (he said) is still being 
felt la our high inflation rate. 

The really big spenders in the 
last Tory Government, apart from 
Mr Peter Walker (Worcester), now 
ranging hungrily in the wilderness, 
were Mrs Thatcher and her Raspu¬ 
tin, Sir Keith Joseph (Leeds, 
North-East). (Laughter). Apart 
from their increased spending in 
office Sir Keith had introduced the 
NHS reorganization, causing a 
bureaucratic nightmare. 

For a group of ex-ministers, with 
the record of the Tory front bench, 
to lecture the Government on con¬ 
trol and planning of public spend¬ 
ing required cither a collapse of 
memory or an impudence which 
beggared description. 

Tbe cost of carrying out Tory 
commitments in their election 
manifesto in October 1974, includ¬ 
ing tax credits, building society 
mortgage interest, student grams 
and pensions would have been over 
£3 billion. Yet even when the 
election was over they continued 
to ask for more public spending. 
They even wanted to spend £373m 
on the Channel tunnel. 

Labour was supposed to believe 
tbe Tories had seen the error of 
their ways. They wanted massive 
and immediate public spending 
cuts, with special emphasis on sub¬ 
sidies. Tbe results would be not 
only massive and i mm ediate in¬ 
creases in unemployment but aa 
enormous and immediate increase 
in the cost of living. 

If they abolished subsidies on 
housing, food and the nationalized 
industries it would raise the retail 
price index immediately by about 5 
per cent, without abolition of tax 
relief on mortgage interest. 

The cuts proposed by the Bow 
Group would amonnt to £12 billion 
They would cut defence expend¬ 
iture by £400m by transferring cer¬ 
tain functions to the private sec¬ 
tor. 

J suppose (be said) the British 
contribution to Nato would be pro¬ 
vided by Securicor. (Laughter.) 

Tt was no good the Opposition 
attacking the proposals in the 
White Paper unless they were pre¬ 
pared to state precisely bow they 
would deal with the problems it 
was intended to solve. General 
rhetoric and ideological day¬ 
dreams were no substitute for the 
hard decisions a responsible 
Government must make. The 
Government had taken the neces¬ 
sary decisions and bad preserved 
the priorities on which they fought 
and won the last election. 

They had structured and phased 
the levelling off in their expend¬ 
iture programmes so they would 
not cut jobs or increase the cost of 
living at a time when the fight 
against inflation and unemploy¬ 
ment was at its height.

economy. 

The massive expansion of public 
^pending had caused Sn tain's 
prisont problems. Tile retson was 
purely economic. Mr Hc.Hf" wa* 
being confronted by the conll-c: of 
economic realities and the political 
fraudulent with which b:» patty 
lud fought cl ecu on alter election. 

The td\ burden resulting from 
increased public spending had 
livcomc crippling. The burden uf 
debt bad risen because of the fail¬ 
ure to control public sector bor* 
rowing and failure to estimate the 
true cost of interest that lud to be 
paid for il The Chancellor was 
consuming today what their 
children and grandchildren would 
have to pay fur in the years ahead. 

The proposed cuts in spending 
would only go parr wav to repav¬ 
ing the additional debt burdens 
which Mr Hcaloy had incurred. He 
was running risks of future infla¬ 
tion and was placing the freedom 
of people in danger. Every time 
the Chancellor took another slice 
of money our of die average wage 
earner’-, packet he took another 
alicc uf freedom out of it. 

He congratulated The Chancellor 
on having understood and accepted 
so much or the aralysis which the 
Opposition had been offering him. 
Unfortunately the conversion was 
apparently only skin deep. The 
message of the White Paper was 
that, having understood precisely 
wha: die Opposition said was 
wrong, the Chancellor and his col* 
leagues proposed to do nothing 
about it. 

Even if the Chancellor knew 
what io du. Jnd perhaps he did. 
even if lie wanted to do it, and 
perhaps Eic did. he would not be 
allowed to do it by his deeply- 
divided party, of which some 
members made clear they were 
anxious to take the British people 


still farther along the road which 
had brought such prosperity to tbe 
people of Romania and freedom to 
the people of Czechoslovakia. 

Although people were glad to 
hare seen the expansion of public 
services, few truly believed that 
they had seen anything like value 
for money in improved public ser¬ 
vices for the vast outpouring of 
public expenditure and high taxa¬ 
tion involved. 

The Chancellor had presided 
over the most massive expansion of 
public spending- far beyond die 
nation’s resources. 

The Chancellor had made the 
curioas statement: “ Popular 

expectations for improved public 
service aud welfare programmes 
hare not been matched by uTMvtii 
in output.’' 

Too true (he said) but who is it 
that has done so much to arouse 
those expectations if It is not the 
Labour Party ? (Conservative 
cheers.) 

The Government bad allowed the 
expansion of public spending to 
rake a particularly harmful form 
leading ro a dramatic explosion of 
wage inflation. 

The Chancellor continued so say 
he was steering the course s?t out 
in last year's Budget then. Ml was 
sow being presented os pan of a 
grand design. The truth was that 
die Chancellor knew what he oi:j;ht 
to have done then, to begin cutting 
public expenditure, so aa to create 
more room for expansion of the 
private sector now. His frilure to 
do so had resulted in still more 
jobs being destroyed. The White 
Paper was a totally macenuats 
response to the present ri citation. 

The White Paper otfered die 
prospect of still further increases 
in the tax burden, it represented a 
less than adequate response to the 
problems. 

Although the r-osnecc was 


bleak, there was a way r-ur. Ur the 
first place the Chancellor should 
be a great deal more h irresr about 
the hardships that would he in¬ 
volved in getting this nation back 
on the road. Secondly, he u;n»i 
acknowledge that vrnw inrmMraic 
falls in living standards were mo- 
capable if Tar worse reductions in 
living standards were to be avoided 
later. 

The change* must n> t he 
achieved by the route he pre¬ 
scribed, of still higher taxes. They 
could only be achieved by requir¬ 
ing those who could ElFord it to 
pay more realistic prices for tbe 
goods and services they enjoyed. 

Firms would noc invest because 
real profit* had become virtually 
non-existent. Steps had to be taken 
to restore profitability. There was 
no chance of promoting investment 
today if there was the prospect of 
rigid price control over the profits 
of tomorrow. 

Tbe Chancellor must move iu 
quickly to reduce tbe burden of 
subsidies. He was committed to 
'eliminating the subsidies on 
nationalized industry prices. He 
should be looking much more at 
the scope for reducing subsidies on 
housing. 

Finally and most important of 
all. if the Government intended to 
make five reductions necessary in 
public Spending they should aban¬ 
don the sacred cows of socialism, 
still stalking through the industrial 
towns and cities, destroying jobs 
as they went. 

The total unnecessary cost of 
Government programmes which 
bad been introduced, and were 
bring Carried through, including 
land charges, was £4,000m. Bri¬ 
tain’s desperate situation was the 
result of the Government's poli¬ 
cies. 

The policies foreshadowed in the 
White Paper offered only some of 
the same. 


Mr Sydney lrrlng (Hartford, 
Lab), continuing the debate, said 
that the first priority was the 
country's recovery and the estab¬ 
lishment of a prosperous, expand¬ 
ing economy and an end to unem¬ 
ployment. The Chancellor would 
noc be forgiven by the people for a 
failure to secure economic re¬ 
covery. 

There was, not without some 
justification, a question about the 
capacity of Government, which 
would make Government more dif¬ 
ficult because of growing scepti¬ 
cism about its competence. From 
that feeling many of tbe present 
problems arose, including that of 
devolution. It was becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult for ordinary 
people to understand bow miscal¬ 
culations could be made in various 
parts of the economy without any 
beads rolling. 

Mr Peter Hordern (Horsham and 
Crawley, C) said there appeared to 
be only one fret in the White 
Paper, and that was the degree to 
which public spending would rise 
in the coming year—by £l,600m. If 
public spending turned out higher 
than forecast and the growth of the 
economy much lower, either debt 
interest or taxation—probably 
both—would have to rise consider¬ 
ably. 

Mr Brian Sedgemore (Luton. 
West, Lab) said if the White Paper 
was the best that the House of 
Commons could do, then MPs were 
not worthy of the electorate they 
purported to represent or to lead. 

A docile Cabinet bad allowed the 
Treasury to become the ruling oli¬ 
garchy. Was it now, for the Labonr 
Party, the crime to end all crimes 
for them to tell the public that 
they could have more schools and 
hospitals but that it might mean 
there would have to be increases in 
taxation, and might in tbe future 
involve the Government raying 
that the tnan on average earnings 
had to pay more tax, whether 
through VAT, increases in tax on 
alcohol or tobacco, or through 
direct taxation ? 

Mr Nigel Lawson (Blaby C). 
said that tbe imperative need to 
cut back on public expenditure 
was accepted od ail sides of the 
House, with the single exception 
of the oriental wing, or the east 
end, of the Labour Party. It was 
not ad ways so. 

I have sometimes felt (he said) 
that the only difference between 
the so-called extremists and so- 
called moderates in the Labour 
Party was that tbe extremists 
wanted the mHJenium tomorrow 
while the moderates wanted It 
deferred until their children had 
completed their private education. 

Mr David Marquand (Ashfield, 
Lab) said that although he sup¬ 
ported tbe economic arithmetic of 
the White Paper he could not 
accept the relative priorities given 
tu education and expenditure on 
aid to industry within the White 
Paper. 

He joined the Labour Party 
because he detested tbe class sys¬ 
tem. Could anyone deny that one 
of the central causes of the class 
s;.5tcm was educational inequal¬ 
ity? There was no chance of rhe 
policies on comprehensive 
schools—which he supcorted—suc¬ 
ceeding without considerably im¬ 
proving standards in the schools. 
The Government were making a 
bad decision in spending as much 
as they were planning to spend on 
increasing aid to industry. 

Mr John Pardoe i North Corn¬ 
wall, L) said the atmosphere in 


industry was not conducive to an 
investment boom. The trend of 
profitability over the years would 
make anyone with any money to 
invest gloomy about -die prospects. 

A commitment was needed to 
much higher levels of profitability 
in tbe private sector and that was 
impossible with the present climate 
■ of opinion about profit. In coun¬ 
tries like France and Germanv 
where the rate of investment was 
higher there were far better 
schemes than in Britain for sharing 
the profits around. 

For tiie Opposition, with the 
present information available to 
them and the present outlook for 
the economy, to say thar the 
Government were in some way 
going to reduce the living stand¬ 
ards of the British people was 
grossly -hypocritical. The British 
people must get used to the Idea 
that their living standards would 
fall for a long time to come, 
whether the government was 
Conservative or Labour. . 

Miss Joan Lestor (Eton and 
Slough, Loth) said that to say that 
cuts were not taking place was 
ridiculous. Every local authority 
knew that they were. It was some¬ 
thing which the Government had to 
come clean about. She could not 
possibly stand up and sav: “ Cues 
are not happening. You are imag¬ 
ining it.” 

The only way to net adequate 
nursery provision was to lower the 
school starting age to four and 
make the necessary financial arran¬ 
gements with local authorities so 
that they were compelled to pro¬ 
vide nursery education for aH 
children who wanted k. 

When Labour wrote its manifes¬ 
to it made certain commitments on 
education. Many were directed 
towards the areas of sodal dis¬ 
advantage. These cuts «we now 
biting into the opportunities for 
those children whose parents 
looked to MPs in the Labonr move¬ 
ment to articulate'-their needs and 
match their aspirations. 

Mr Eric Better (Liverpool, Wal¬ 
ton, Lab) said he was not an eco¬ 
nomic gem os but he did inow that 
the projected cuts would affect the 
people he represented. There 
would be tremendous price In¬ 
creases with the phasing out of 
food subsidies on top of the 
arrangements jnst reached with the 
Common Market. 

The Opposition were being hypo¬ 
critical in putting forward an 
amendment criticizing tbe Govern¬ 
ment for putting extra burdens on 
the shoulders of die people. They 
were at tbe same time demanding 
further cuts which would put much 
more on the shoulders of the 
people. 

That is why (he said) 1 for one 
would never vote in the same lobby 
with them. But the Government 
must not rely on the fact that I and 
my col leagues will be voting with 
them. It might nor be a bad t hing 
if the Government do lose the vore 
on this Government White Paper 
and then they will bave to come 
back again with further projections 
on tills, but we wW see. 

Mr Ian Gcw (Eastbourne, C) 
said that a major ftetor in the 
country’s economic decline bad 
been the virtually uncontrolled 
growth In public expenditure, and 
the extraordinary truth about that 
growth was that it bad not been 
matched by public satisfaction with 
some of the key areas of public 
expenditure. There were long wait¬ 
ing lists for bouses, interminable 
waiting lists for entry into hospi¬ 
tals and schools and the education 
system did not meet the needs and 
expectations of the people.

House of Lords 

The results of the Law of. the Sea 
Conference starting In New York 
next week would be more impor¬ 
tant for Britain than for any other 
country. Lord Campbell of Cray, 
for the Opposition, said when he 
initiated a debate on Britain’s aims 
at the conference. 

He said that Britain was a fish¬ 
ing nation with special and urgent 
problems, as well as being a lead¬ 
ing shipping nation with a large 
proportion of overseas trade. Free¬ 
dom of passage for British vessels 
in all parts or the globe was cru¬ 
cial. 

Britain’s continental shelf was 
extensive in relation to land area, 
and aa they had to import large 
quantities of meals and ores, it 
was in their interests to open up 
alternative sources on the ocean's 
floors. 

The maritime nations were in a 
minority among the participants at 
the conference, and the world's 
fishing, shipping and industrialized 
countries could be out-vored by the 
rest 

The 200-mile exclusive economic 
zone. In which tbe coastal state 
was responsible for conservation 
arrangements, was agreed in prin¬ 
ciple'by the majority at the con¬ 
ference. 

Lord Goronwy-Roberts, Minister 
of State for Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Affairs, said the principal 
object of the Government at the 
next session of tbe Law of the Sea 
Conference would be. to continue 
to work for widespread agreement 
on a convention which would be 
generally acceptable to all states. 

It was the Government's object 
to ensure Britain's jurisdiction 
over the resources of Its continen- 
tal shell, particularly oil and gas, 
and also as far as the territorial 
edge of ttie continental margin. At 
least a third of the states of the 
conference had a similar objective.

Mr John Farr (Harborougb, C) 
was given leave to introduce the 
Local Government Act, 1972 
(Amendment) BDl.

Mr Nicholas Ridley, for rfac 
Opposition. (Cirencester and 
Tewkesbury. C) said the White 
Paper vras a document of shame 
because it did not make any cuts. 
He would say to the Tribune group 
that they were a lot of White Paper 
tigers. If they did noc like the 
White Paper they should vote 
against it. 

If there had been one theme 
running through the debate upon 
which nearly everybody was agreed 
it was that the only way out was to 
have Increased private sector in¬ 
vestment which would take up first 
the unemployed and later would 
lake people out of the public sec¬ 
tor and put them ioto productive 
employment in industry. 

To do this it was necessary to 
change the tax system and to 
reduce tiie spiteful element in the 
taxes which had been brought in 
by the Government. Nor only mus; 
room be made for the investment 
but they must reverse the engines 
of socialism wbicb had thought it 
right to penalize investors, those 
who made capital profits, those 
who had higher salaries and wished 
to earn more by harder work. 

Because of the record of this 
and past socialist governments 
confidence that there would bt 
security for industrial investment 
and hard work was at a low ebb. 
The Labour Party bad to find some 
way of giving guarantees of good 
behaviour, of avoiding the socialist 
claptrap and nonsense they talked 
in and out of tbe House, if they 
were ro get tbe firm foundation 


upon which industrial expansion in 
the private sector could take place. 

Air Robert Sheldon, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury under-

European Parliament 
Strasbourg 

M Georges Spenale (France, 
Soc), former chairman of tbe 
socialist group, was by acclamation 
unanimously reelected president of 
the Parliament. He bad the support 
of all six of the Parliament’s polit¬ 
ical groups. 

Tbe reelection ceremony was 
presided-over by M Roger Houdet 
(France, L). the European Parlia¬ 
ment’s equivalent of the “ father 
of the House ”, being the most 
senior member by age. He is tbe 
sole remaining member of die Par¬ 
liament born in the last century. 

M Houdet, before putting the 
motion to reelect M Spenale. paid 
tribute to the work of tiie Presi¬ 
dent in all the discussions there 
had been on direct elections, and 
particularly for his defence of the 
role of the Parliament. 

He said tiie debate on direct 
elections by universal suffrage vras 
open. Although the principle was 
recognized, ways and means of car¬ 
rying ont the elections and ibe role 
of the European Parliament were 
being discussed.

Concorde ban ‘unconstitutional’

Washington, March 9 

Mr William Coleman, the 
Secretary for Transportation, 
said today that the Act passed 
by tbe New York State Legisla¬ 
ture banning Concorde from 
using Kennedy airport was un¬ 
constitutional. 

At a lunch in the National 
Press Club here he was asked 
whether any Act passed by 
local authorities banning Con¬ 
corde could override a federal 
decision. In his reply he con¬ 
sidered a specific instance, the 
New York Act, not the general 
principle. 

“ It is mv judgment he 
said, “that the New York 
statute that I have seen passed 
so far is unconstitutional be¬ 
cause. one, it is discriminatory 


and, secondly, because I think 
that a reasonable court ought 
to call it an undue burden on 
foreign commerce.” 

Mr Coleman observed that 
for die New York Act to come 
into effect, the New Jersey 
legislature must first pass an 
identical measure as Kenneth* 
airport is owned jointly by tbe 
two states. It would then be 
up ro the airlines wanting to 
rake Concorde into New York 
to initiate action in the courts. 

As far as the federal Govern¬ 
ment is concerned, he said that 
it would be up to the Secretary 
of State and the Attorney 
General to make a judgment on 
the constitutionality of the Act.

Four die in 
Olympic 
stadium fall

Montreal. March 9 

Four construction workers at 
the Olympic Stadium fell 185 
feet to their death last nighr 
when part of one of the huge 
cantilever ribs broke off. 

Three of the meo were work¬ 
ing inside the hollow beam, and 
the fourth was on top when two 
70-ton sections broke loose. It 
was the last of 34 beams that 
are the main structural com¬ 
ponents of the S564m (about

begin on July 17.

US rejects ‘blackmail’ of allies 


Washington, March 9.—Dr 
Henry Kissinger, the Secretary 
of State, told senators today that 
the United States must reject

France and West Germany by 
cutting off their supply of 
nuclear materials. 

Both nations have sold 
nuclear processing facilities 
capable of making possible tbe 
production of nuclear bombs to 
non-nuclear nations.

Senator Ribicoff, a Democrat, 
said; “I see no reason why the 
United States should continue 
to be so timid i n allowing 
France and Germany to con¬ 
tinue to spread tbe possibility 
of nuclear devastation.” If the 
United States was not able to 
cooperate with the Russians on 
a question of such potential 
consequence to all the world, 
then the concept of detente 
“ should be tossed into the 
sewer ”. 

In a reference to the 
abandonment of the use of the 
word “detente” by President 
Ford, Dr Kissinger replied, to 
laughter, “I think there is 
already a greet deal of move¬ 
ment in that direction anyway 


Senator Ribicoff insisted that 
the matter was too important to 
the future of the world for the 
United States to consider only 
the national feelings of its 
allies. “ I think the United 
States has abdicated its leader¬ 
ship in this very important 
field.” 

Dr Kissinger said the United 
States was continuing to build 
on what he called a solid frame¬ 
work of policy and continuing 
negotiations to halt the spread 
of nuclear weapons. But “ overly 
severe constraints” would have 
further negative effects. 

In what senators described as 
his first important statement on 
nuclear proliferation. Dr 
Kissinger said American 
arrangements were designed to 
inhibit and detect any diversion 
of nuclear material and that the 
United States would treat a 
violation of one of its agree¬ 
ments 41 with the utmost 
gravity ”.—AP.

Jiew York. March 9.—Britain 
is standing by its claims to 
sovereignty over the Falkland 
Islands (Malvinas), according 
to a letter published here to¬ 
day.

U S Government renews 
its French connexion 


From Our Own Correspondent 
New York, March 9. 

French, American and Cana¬ 
dian officials began a meeting 
in San Francisco today that 
was designed to step up coo¬ 
peration against drug traffick¬ 
ing. The Americans are 
anxious to enlist as much sup¬ 
port as they can in preventing 
drugs from reaching the Unit¬ 
ed States. One of the purposes 
of tbe meeting was to 
exchange information. 

Mexican officials were also 
taking pan. although only as 
observers. The Americans ’esti¬ 
mate that as much as 80 per 
cent of tbe heroin now reach¬ 
ing the United States comes in 
over the Mexican border, much 
of it from countries further 
south, such as Colombia.

President Sadat of 
Egypt, President Assad of 
Syria, and King Khalid of 
Saudi Arabia. “I have no in¬ 
formation about such a meet¬ 
ing”, he said.—Reuter. 


Israelis free 
10 youths 
in Nablus 
gesture

Jerusalem, March 9 

In an attempt to break the 
deadlock in Nablus, wbere the 
town council has resigned and 
shops are on strike, the mili¬ 
tary authorities last night free 
10 youths _ arrested during a 
demonstration on Sunday in a 
high school courtyard. Charges 
against them were dropped. 

The authorities were hoping 
that this would persuade the 
town council to withdraw their 
collective resignations and 
return the town to normal. 
Some shops reopened today. 

_ After a late sitting .the coun¬ 
cillors reFused an earlier 
appeal to retract their decision 
and claimed that troops should 
be withdrawn from the town. 
The council had given its back¬ 
ing to teachers who resigned 
after alleging that troops had 
severely beaten student safier 
forcing their way into the 
school. 

The demonstration was in 
protest against the' Govern¬ 
ment’s protection of Jewish 
settlers camped out near 
Nablus and against a Jewish 
group's plan to pray on the 
Temple Mount in Jerusalem. 

Mayors, chambers oF com¬ 
merce and women’s organiza¬ 
tions all over the West Bank 
cabled the military government 
in support of the Nablu scoun- 
cil 

A suitacase filled with 151b 
of dynamite and metal screws, 
with a timing device, was 
found in time to be made 
harmless at Netanya, north of 
Tel Aviv today. A traveller 
noticed the case unattended in 
the railway station and 
dumped it w a security pir 
before calling the police. 

It was the second abortive 
attempt within a week. Last 
Thursday, a time bomb con¬ 
cealed in a schoolbag in the 
centre of Jerusalem exploded 
in a police car as it was being 
taken away, but caused no 
casualties. 

A two-pronged campaign 
against the American policy of 
selling arms on a selective 
basis to Egypt has been 
launched by Israel. 

Direct appeals to the Ford 
Administration bave not so Far 
made much impact but influen¬ 
tial Jewish leaders in the Unit¬ 
ed States are rallying support 
for Israel’s case and reports 
suggest that Democratic pres¬ 
idential candidates, especially 
Senator Henry Jackson, are 
using the issue to attack Presi¬ 
dent Ford. 


Cairo now holds 20 from 
Libya over kidnap plot

Cairo, March 9 

The number of Libyans 
under arrest in Cairo on 
charges of plotting to carry 
out subversive acts against 
Egypt upon orders from 
Colonel Gaddafi, the Libyan 
leader, aow stands at 20. 

Major-General Hassan Abu 
Basha, chief of the state secur¬ 
ity department, said today that 
they had arrived in five groups 
at intervals to commit sabotage 
acts and. assassinate a number 
of Egyptian public figures. 

In an interview with the 
Cairo newspaper Al-Akhbcr 
today. General Abu Basha. did 
not disclose the names of those 
whom the Libyans were to 
eliminate. 

He said the Libyans' were 
storm troops and bad been 
ordered to kidnap Captain 
Omar Meheisbi, a dissident 
member of Libya’s Revolution¬ 
ary Command Council who Had 
denounced Colonel Gaddafi's 
policies and come to live in 
Egypt. 

The Libyans were also 
ordered to kidnap Major 
Abdul Moneim aJ-Honi, Libya’s 
Foreign Minister, who is also 
in dispute with Colonel Gad¬ 
dafi. Major Honi, granted 
political asylum in Egypt, had 
changed his flight to Rome 
four days ago after being 
tipped off by the Egyptian 
authorities of the plan to kid¬ 
nap him. General Abu Basha 
said. 

The general said that the 
Libyans had been under sur¬ 
veillance since their arrival at 
Cairo airport two weeks ago. 
The other three Libyans 
arrested at Rome airport carry¬ 
ing guns and other weapons 
had been searched at Cairo air¬ 
port before departure. General 
Abu Basha added that he had 
assumed that they were given 
the arms in the Rome airport 


Pacific nations compromise 
on nuclear-free zone

Auckland, March 9 

The South Pacific Forum, an 
association of nine nations, in¬ 
cluding Australia and New 
Zealand, agreed in Rotorua 
today to a much watered down 
version of a proposal for a 
nuclear-free zone in rhe Paci¬ 
fic. The island nations in_ the 
forum bowed to pressure from 
New Zealand and Australia to 
allow some nuclear weapons 
and nuclear powered vessels in 
the area. 

Today’s agreement backed 
away from a strong United 
Nations resolution, co-spon¬ 
sored by New Zealand's* former 
Labour Government, Fiji, and 
Papua New Guinea. 

The compromise came after 
forceful representations from 
Mr Muidooo, New Zealand's 
new National Party Prime 
Minister. The forum decided 
that in pursuing a nuclear-free 
zone it would respect the prin¬ 
ciple of freedom of navigation 
on high seas and ensure there 
would bo no incompatibility 
with existing security arrange¬ 
ments. 


As a result the proposal now 
becomes a resolution aimed at 
land-based nuclear weapons, 
specifically the continuing 
French underground testing in 
French Polynesia. It does not 
attempt to restrict the move¬ 
ment of nuclear warships and 
submarines through the region. 

The compromise avoided a 
split char could have threat¬ 
ened the future of the five- 
year-old South Pacific Forum. 
It also eased pressure on the 
Anzus (United States, 
Australia and New Zealand! 
defence alliance. 

Asked later whether his atti¬ 
tude was the result of .Ameri¬ 
can pressure. Mr Muldoon 
said: “ It is not United States 
pressure, it is realism—do we 
or do w-e nor want the Anzus 
alliance to continue ? ” He said 
there was pressure in America 
for such alliances to cease, par¬ 
ticularly in the South Pacific. 
It was very important for New 
Zealand that Anzus should con- 
tin ue.

Gommaar Timmermans’ strip-

Connaught Square should round 
off a great career for Murless

Visiting Newmarket again you 
are struck by the way that the 
picture has changed there daring 
the last 10 years. It is not so 
much that the landscape has actu¬ 
ally altered—with the opening of 
the bypass there lost autumn things 
have greatly improved—bat it is 
the faces missing on the heath thar 
really strike you. 

Gone for a variety of reasons 
are so many of the old stalwarts. 
No longer there for instance are 
two of racing's "knights. Sir Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort and Sir Jack Jarvis. 
Also absent iram the list of 
trainers are Harvey and Ted 
Leader; Jack and John Waugh ; 
Bernard van Cinsem ; Jack Clay¬ 
ton ; Jack Warn; Reg Day; 
Geoffrey - Barling ; John Oxley ; 
Humphrey CottrUl and Teddy 
Lambton. During the 'four years 
that I worked in Newmarket in 
the sixties they were, household 
names and familiar faces. 

Of the old guard only Noel Mur¬ 
less and Harry Wragg remain and 
Murless has already said that this 
is to be his lost season training. 
At the end of it be will hand over 
Warren Place, where be has been 
since 1953. to his son-in-law, Henry 
Cecil, and along with ir those 
horses that be hu left. It has 
been a long and eventful journey 
for Noel and Gwen Murless since 
1935 when he was first grained a 
licence to train. That year he had 
only one winner—Robin Wood— 
who won the Lee Hate worth £103 
at Lanark with Charlie Smlrke rid- 
ing- 

BaT, by the end of 1975 Murless 
had trained 1.399 winners and 
accumulated £2.565,060 in win prize 
money for his owners. During that 
period he has been champion 
trainer nine times; won 19 
classics in this country; two in 
Ireland and most of our other 
important races. Now the bunting 
question is can he end a great 
career on a triumphant note even 
with a string which has been, 
reduced in nor: Lets in prepara¬ 
tion for his retirement. 

The answer to that question 
would appear to lie within the 
heart and soul of a big bay filly 
named Connangbt Square, .who 


might rightly be described as the 
hope of the side this season. Nine¬ 
teen-seven ty-five was not a vintage 

S oar judged by his own high stan- 
ard. It was his poorest for 14 
years, but that can be attributed 
to the fact that the horses at 
Warren Place were found to be suf¬ 
fering from thyroid trouble which 
upset their metabolism and caused 
a loss of form. Then to cap it all 
Murless’s stable was plagued by 
ringworm in the aut umn . 

Talking about that attack yester¬ 
day Murless remarked : ** I have 
had odd cases of ringworm in my 
tune but never before an epide¬ 
mic.” it was that that forced him 
U Shut up shop early, but not 
before we bad got a glimpse of 
Connaught Square and an inkling 
of her true potential. She won the 
Milton Stakes at Doncaster in Sep¬ 
tember and in so doing she gave 
every indication that she could 
develop into a classic candidate 
with another year over her head. 

Connangbt Square did nor run 
again because, tike many of her 
stable companions, sbe wear down 
wirh ringworm soon after her re¬ 
turn from Doncaster. It was not 
until I saw her in her box on 
Monday nigbt and again out on 
the Heath yesterday morning that 
T was reminded of her potential, 
especially as far as the Oaks Is 
concerned. A big rangy filly by 
the Eclipse Stakes winner. Con- 
nausbt. and boasting a distinct 
look of ber sire. Connaught Square 
is an impressive filly to watch 
when she is on the move. 

Her dam, Antonietta Corsini. 
has already produced one good 
racehorse in Relay Race, who won 
the Hardwicke Stakes and the 
Jockey Hub Stakes in 1974. But 
even Relay Race’s light did not 
shine so brightly at the compar¬ 
able stage of his career. All being 
weD Connaught Square will take 
her chance iii the 1,000 Guineas, 
which Murless has won six times 
already. Whether she runs before¬ 
hand win depend on how the 
weather behaves during the next 
ciy weeks. 

Yesterday she looked Ear from 
backward and as hard as nails into 
the bargain, but fillies are 
susceptible to sudden changes in 
the weather and Murless was 
understandably reluctant to 
commit himself yet to a hard and 


fast plan. Connaught is already 
the sire of one good fQJy in the 
stable, the four-year-old Sauceboat 
and"in Miss Pinkie time may reveal 
a third. I was struck by the way 
that this two year old half-sister 
to Welsh Pageant moved when I 
Matched her our at exercise. 

Roscommon, who is also by 
Connaught, Is a three-year-old colt 
whose name is probably well worth 
remembering. Along .with 
Navigator he is expected to 
emerge fror! obscurity this 
season. These two were working 
with the oidei 1 horses yesterday 
morning. Both will have to have 
improved .a lot since their two- 
year-old days to be even anywhere 
near the top class, but neither 
should be taken Bghtiy. 

Talking of improvement the 
fonr-year-old. Jumping Hill, haj 
never looked better ten be does 
now and Murless does not discount 
the possibility of him being good 
enough to justify a crack at the 
best races run over a mile and a 
mile and a quarter. Grey Home 
looks a sprinter pure and simple 
and that is what she may well 
turn out to be. But, with the best 
sprints now so much more 
valuable than they were only a 
few years ago, that should not 
be a disadvantage. 

Grey Home won impressively at 
Newmarket in September and I 
have a feeling that she bad an off 
day when she disappointed her 
connexions in the Cheveley Park 
Stakes. Talking about Grey Home, 
Murless remarked “ She is begin¬ 
ning to remind me more and more 
of Abelia ”. And when yon 
realize jusr how good a filly 
Abelia was in ber heyday that was 
quite a compliment. Grey Home is 
owned by Mr Louis Freedman, 
who recently bad the misfortune 
to lose bis high-class young mare 
Mil's Bomb. 

Bnt, in Mflsson Mr Freedman 
has a particularly nice young half- 
brother to Mil's Bomb by & 
Paddy, and it wonld be Dice to 
think that Ms luck will change 
and that thi« one will do well and 
compensate him for the loss of 
Mil's Bomb. Murless dearly has 
a soft spot for MUsson, who even 
at this early stage of his career 
is thought to be a particularly 
nice horse with the future in mind.

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President Ford tries to resolve America’s dilemma over the CIA v

Keeping the best spies ... and keeping them in 


The simplest thing that can be 
said about President Ford’s re¬ 
organization of rtae American 
foreign intelligence effort is 
that he has made the buck 
stop more clearly at himself 
Authority far • Covert action 
has always come straight from 
the President, through the 
National Security Council. 
Some would say it started with 
George Washington, but cer¬ 
tainly it has been law since the 
1947 National Security An 
founded the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency and the CIA An 
of 1949 pratecred the secret 
way it is funded. 

But for years “ plausible 
dcniability n was the doctrine 
used to proten Presidents 
from direct opprobrium. It did 
not work when Mr Eisenhower 
was caught lying about the U-2 
in i960, but from now on it 
will not even be possible, 
assuming the new system 
works. 

Mr Ford, for all his being an 
accidental President, could 
hardly shrink from the 
reforms after all that has hap¬ 
pened since Mr Seymour 
Hersch revealed in the Afeio 


York Times the illegal CIA 
trampling on citizens’ rights 
through spying at hnme—but 
the subsequent disclosures 
revealed that the CIA was not 
alone and that abuses went 
back at least to the Eisen¬ 
hower era. 

Mr Ford added to the expo¬ 
sure by being personally 
responsible for the leak last 
spring of CIA involvement in 
assassination plots _ against 
foreign leaders—telling the 
New York Times over lunch, 
whence it got to Mr Daniel 
Schorr, die intrepid television 
reporter. 

The rest of the world looked 
on with fascination and, doubt¬ 
less, some foreboding as it all 
came spurting _ out to make 
1975 the purgative successor to 
the year of Watergate. Mr 
Ford’s task was to try to 
rebuild confidence—strad dlin g 
a curiously split feeling at 
large in America in which 
people wanted reassurance that 
thev were not being unconsti¬ 
tutionally spied upon, while also 
being reassured that their 
spies were still the best. 

It is not clear how the Presi¬ 


dent will succeed. But intelli¬ 
gence men who are respected 
dismiss alarmist claims that 
the CIA has been raped of its 
secrets, as if by an occupation 
army. Battered but unbowed 
by revelation of its failures— 
while protecting its names and 
its successes—the CIA presses 
on. “ We have the best men we 
have ever had, at all levels ”, 
one agent says, noting that 
appEcams for jobs are ever in¬ 
creasing. 

.The main uncertainty lies 
with Congress. Mr Ford has 
not ceded an inch to con¬ 
gressmen apparently deter¬ 
mined to have their share of 
control. And he has ventured, 
in an election year, to tamper 

with the people's right to know 

by proposing criminal punish¬ 
ment for disclosure of secrets, 
however narrowly based is the 
proposed Bill. The Congress, as 
Senator Frank Church, chair¬ 
man of the Senate intelligence 
committee, has promised, will 
not leave it.at that. It seems 
certain to establish an ** over¬ 
sight ” committee. 

Mr Ford proclaims he has 
installed a hew command 


structure. Memories are short. 
There have, in.fact, been 10 
major reorganizations since 
1947 —including the famous 
purge after the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco. In truth. President 
Ford cannot change functions 
without changing the law, and 
this requires Congress. What 
he has done, it emerged from 
reading all the fine .print of 
his new Executive Order, is to 
try making . more central, 
recentralizing if you will, what 
was supposed by its very name 
to be the. Central Intelligence 
Agency, with its Director .of 
Central Intelligence (DCI). 

The DCI did nor merely run 
the CLA. He was empowered 
by statute to be responsible for 
“correlation, coordination and 
dissemination'” of all foreign 
intelligence, protecting his sec-.- 
rets and of performing such 
functions as the National 
Security Council migbt direct. 
Some of this was deliberately 
ambiguous, and ripe for abuse. 

The DCI already has commit¬ 
tees by* the dozen to help him, 
■but the system, say insiders, 
has not worked well, and men 
have been found wanting. 


Presidents have prevailed on 
directors to intervene abroad 
even though the CIA thought 
it ill advised. And Presidents 
have not always got the best 
available advice when authoriz¬ 
ing covert operations.

The 17 steps to press freedom 


My readers will be aware that 
if the “closed shop" legisla¬ 
tion now in its final parliamen¬ 
tary stages i should be enacted 
without further substantial 
amendment, the question of a 
voluntary “Press Charter” to 
safeguard the rights of free 
speech in the case of entirely 
unionized newspapers will then 
have to be considered. As Mr 
Michael Foot explained in his 
speech on Monday, there are to 
be discussions among interested 
parties to see whether such a 
code, mutually agreeable to all 
those concerned and to the 
general public interest in the 
freedom of the press, can be 
Jevised; naturally Mr Foot 
feels that a voluntary code 
which all agree to abide by 
would be the best solution 
The Editor of The Times has 
already made it clear that he 
will take no part in any dis¬ 
cussions concerned with pro¬ 
ducing a voluntary charter: 
since the Government insisted 
on removing all press safe¬ 
guards from the legislation, he 
feels (as, I am sure, do many 
others) that the press has no 
business cooperating with the 
Government in drawing up a 
charter that is supposed to pro¬ 
tect the freedom that the press 
was refused, and to the conse¬ 
quently inevitable inadequacies 
of which those who helped 
devise it would thereafter be 
committed. 

Now all governments, of 
whatever complexion, are 
obliged to moke plans, as far 
as they can, for all the fore- 
seeably likely contingencies 
that they face. Mr Foot, in 
his speech, made clear that the 
only function he might be 
called upon to exercise in this 
matter is that of helpful friend 
to all; if, as he put it, the 
parties to the discussions are 
unable to agree, the minister 
“ should step in and assist 
them and possibly advise 
them". If, however, there are 
many important and absolutely 
irreconcilable differences, it is 
possible, if not probable, that 
the parties may well turn to 
him to produce a charter for 
their consideration, and since, 
as I say, governments have to 
be ready for all reasonably 
likely eventualities, it is clear 
that Mr Foot could not face 
such a situation unprepared. 
Nor will he : I am in a position 


to reveal today that as soon as 
the possibility of a Press 
Charter arose, during the pro¬ 
gress of the Bill through Par¬ 
liament, Mr Foot and his 
advisers set to work to produce 
just such an instrument, ready 
for just such a situation, and 
the final version was com¬ 
pleted only a week or two ago. 

By means which T am, of 
course, unable to disclose, a 
copy of the complete text of 
this document has come into 
my possession, and I have de¬ 
cided, after careful cousidera- 
uon. that although it is only, 
as I have explained, a contin¬ 
gency plan, and will only be 
put forward if no agreement 
among the participants in the 
discussions can be agreed, it is 
of such significance in its pic¬ 
ture of the Government’s think¬ 
ing on these matters that its 
contents should be made as 
widely known as possible; I 
therefore give it herewith in 
.its entirety. 

3. Tn order to ensure that the 
press shall maintain the highest 
possible degree of freedom, 
variety of opinion and ability 
to withstand improper pressure, 
it shall be the policy of all 
newspaper proprietors to make 
it a condition of employment 
for their journalists to be mem¬ 
bers of any recognized trades 
union, provided it is the 
National Union of Journalists, 
and any journalist who, having 
obtained employment by fulfill¬ 
ing this condition, thereafter 
seeks to' resign from such a 
union shall he warned that such 
conduct renders^him liable to 
instant dismissal without com¬ 
pensation, according to the pro¬ 
visions of the Employment

Z Should any journalist, after 
such warning, nevertheless per¬ 
sist in his obduracy and take 
steps to resign from the union, 
his resignation shall be ignored. 
3. Should be nevertheless insist 
on resigning, be shall be dis¬ 
missed without compensation, 
according to the provisions of 
the Employment Protection Act, 
but shall continue to be liable 
to pay to the union from which 
be has purported to resiga all 
subscriptions, levies and other 
pavments due to be paid by its 
members, until such time as 
the union in its absolute dis¬ 
cretion shall determine.

4. All journalists shall at all 
times bear in min d that the 
capitalist press is over¬ 
whelmingly hostile to the in¬ 
terests of the workers by hand 
and brain, and shall therefore 
use their best endeavours to 
ensure that the workers’ repre¬ 
sentatives. and in particular the 
trades unions and the present 
Government, are presented in a 
favourable light. 

5. Any journalist writing any¬ 
thing that, in the opinion of 
the trade, union and labour 
movement, is unsympathetic to 
the cause for which the Tol- 
puddle Martyrs were massacred 
by the hundred, shall be called 
before the National Executive 
Committee of the Labour Party 
to explain his conduct, and u 
he should fail to do so satis¬ 
factorily he shall be warned 
that repetition of such conduct 
will render him liable to instant 
dismissal without compensation, 
according to the provisions of 
the Emoloyment Protection Act. 

6. AH journalists should at all 
times avoid in their writing any¬ 
thing which savours of elitism, 
diyisiveness, middle-class values, 
privilege, educational select¬ 
ivity, bourgeois attitudes, right- 
wing opinions or hostility to the 
true interests of the workers 
by hand and brain, according 
to the provisions of the 
Employment Protection Act. 

7. Any journalist writing any¬ 
thing that, in the opinion of the 
trade union and labour move¬ 
ment comes into any of the 
categories in the previous 
section, shall be visited by 
representatives of the trade 
union and labour movement who 
shall take him aside and 
endeavour to persuade him to 
chanze his mind. 

8. All journalists shall at all 
times bear in mind that 
the Shrewsbury two _ were 
imprisoned by a class-oriented 
bourgeois system of justice, just 
as the Tolpuddie Martyrs were 
massacred in their thousands. 
Any journalist writing dis¬ 
respectfully of them, or of the 
Pentonville five, the Clay Cross 
eleven, or for that matter the 
Tolpuddie millions, shall be 
liable to instant dismissal with¬ 
out compensation, according to 
the provisions of the Employ¬ 
ment Protection Act. 

9. All journalists shall use their 
best endeavours to ensure that 
the hated Fascist Franco is 
driven from power in Spain and 
that his 90-year dictatorship 
shall be replaced as soon as 
possible by a coalition of 
workers by hand and brain. 

10. It shall be the policy of 
journalists employed under 
this code to seek the national¬ 
ization of the press without 
compensation and under 
workers’ control 


The Americans appear to be 
throwing themselves into their 
Bicentenary celebrations with 
enthusiasm, and the junketing 
is by no means confined to 
Government-sponsored events. 
A manufacturer of roofing in¬ 
sulation has been marking the 
anniversary in his own style by 
sending a party of bis best 
customers and their wives on an 
expenses-paid trip to England 
for dinner at a stately home, 
with a free Elizabethan fancy- 
dress costume thrown in. Alan 
Hamilton went to Hatfield 
House in Hertfordshire on Mon¬ 
day night, and he reports : 

The last time 174 people 
in Tador dress sat down to a 
banquet in the Great Hall of 
Hatfield House was probably in 
1558, when Elizabeth I held her 
first court here.

11. While it shall be open -to 
any journalist to praise 
the courage of Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, and to argue that 
the Soviet Union is a brutal 
dictatorship, it shall always be 
borne in mind that he is (a) 
not a very good writer, (b) 
liable to exaggerate, and (c) an 
elitist. 

12. In all matters of interpre¬ 
tation of this document, or of 
any dispute arising out of it, 
a ruling shall be sought from 
the National Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Labour Party, 
whose decision shall be final, 
subject to a right of appeal to 
the trade union and labour 
movement under workers’ con¬ 
trol according to the provisions 
of the Employment Protection 
Act. 

13. All journalists shall in 
general bear in mind at all 
times that they have a duty not 
to do or say anything that may 
bring the ideals of socialism into 
disrepute. 

24. Any person purporting to be 
a journalist, though not a mem¬ 
ber of the National Union of 
Journalists, shall not only be 
liable to instant dismissal with¬ 
out compensation, according m 
the provisions of the Employ¬ 
ment Protection Act. but shall 
not be permitted to seek infor¬ 
mation from any natiooal or 
local government’ body, or any 
organization or firm in which 
the workers by hand and brain, 
or any of those workers, are 
members of a recognized trades 
union, and any such purported 
journalist contravening this 
provision shall be liable upon 
conviction to a fine of not more 
than £100 or a term of three 
months imprisonment or to both 
such imprisonment and such 
fine, especially if he lives in 
Barnsley or Sheffield. 

15. It shall be open to any jour¬ 
nalist to criticize the terms of 
this Charter, provided he gives 
six months’ notice in writing to 
the representatives of the 
workers by hand and brain 
under the provision of the Em¬ 
ployment Protection Act and 
then abandons his rash inten¬ 
tion. 

16. The Charter sbal] come into 
force as soob as it has been rati¬ 
fied by members of the trade 
union and labour movement, or 
by the National Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Labour Party, or 
by the Pentonville sixty-three, 
the Clay Cross nine hundred 
and four, the Shrewsbury fif¬ 
teen, the Tolpuddie goodness 
only knows bow many, or the 
workers by band and brain 
under the provisions of the 
Employment Protection Act. 

17. This is well within the 
terms of the social contract.

Who invented the telephone is 
still a matter of dispute—even, 
across the Atlantic, of litiga¬ 
tion. Yet there is no doubt 
that in March, 1876, Alexander 
Graham Bell shouted into a 
telephone transmitter in Bos- 
, tan the historic words : “ Mr 
Watson, come here, I want to 
see you” There is no doubr 
either that his assistant, 
Thomas Watson, immediately 
came in from another room. 
For this reason, a commemora¬ 
tive banquet is being held today 
at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology at which members 
of the present generation of the 
Bell family will be present. 

Beil, who has proved him¬ 
self both a very good publicist 
and a businessman, aad 
already filed a crucial appli¬ 
cation for a patent in Feb¬ 
ruary. 1876, and had been 
granted it on March 7, his 
twenty-ninth birthday, three 
days before the successful 
demon st rati on. In the words of 
William Preece of the British 
Post Office, who 20 years later 
had to deal with the young 
Marconi, Beil had been work¬ 
ing “with the true spirit of a 
philosopher ” since 1872 “ to 
make the discovery by which 
tone, intensity and quality of 
sounds can be sent”. So had 
others too, and for longer. Yet 
Preece was sure, as he told ibe 
British Association in 1877, 
that BeU had to be accorded 
“ the full credit"—he did not 
add profit—■“ of being the first 
to transmit the human voice to 
cHstances beyond the reach of

By the end of 1877 the tele¬ 
phone had already taken its 
place in the book of nine¬ 
teenth-century wonders along 
with the phonograph which 
had made its way from Edi¬ 
son’s laboratory'. The Times 
noted with as much wonder as 
any of its contemporaries that 
it would now be possible to 
listen to the voices of the dead 
as well as of the living. In the 
small Canadian town of Brant¬ 
ford where Bell lived, the 
local newspaper was more 
blasi. It was “ only a question 
of time”, it told its readers, 
before means would be disco¬ 
vered not only of getting into 
communication with the moon 
and other planets but of 
actually visiting them. 

Much more interesting today 
then the whodunit of the 
telephone is the social and cul¬ 
tural prediction which sur¬ 
rounded it and the social, cul¬ 
tural—and economic—conse¬ 
quences which have followed 
from its use. It is interesting, 
too, to account Eor the great 
differences in the history of 
that use in the United Srates 
and Canada, where Bell 
worked, and Britain which he

although in the Bailiwick of 
Guernsey, has imposed even 
stricter regulations. Faced 
with seven people registered 
as unemployed, it has just 
decided to introduce work 
permits. 

Other islands -are con¬ 
cerned about unemployment; 
especially among the young, 
although it is far below the 
levels suffered in Britain. So 
far, what the islanders call 
the mainland has not expor¬ 
ted its recession to them in 
the same way as inflation. 

Prices are often higher 
than in Britain.. Guernsey 
Gentlemen's Hairdressing 
Federation has put up -the 
cost of a haircut from 50p 
to 65p. 

. Islanders are even more 
wary of any hint that Britain 
is trying to exporr its high 
tax rates. British emigrants 
seeding after November 12, 
1974, are deemed to be still 
living in Britain for capital 
transfer tax purposes. 

One banker commented in 
the Jersey Evening Post: 
“ My firm belief is that over 
the next few years we shall 
find ourselves subjected to 
other forms of fiscal discrim¬ 
ination from the United 
Kingdom”. 


Another shadow has been 
cast by the European Econo¬ 
mic Community. The islands 
received special treatment in 
a protocol attached to the 
United Kingdom’s treaty of 
accession to the EEC*. Con- 
seOTer Collas, president of 
Guernsey’s Advisory and 
Finance Committee, has said 
that, although common tariff 
and agricultural levy systems 
are due to be introduced in 
1978, in otber respects the 
Bailiwick is only very lightly 
involved with the Com¬ 
munity 

“There is nD requirement 
that we should harmonize 
taxes of arty kind. Arrange¬ 
ments for banking and fin¬ 
ance are undisturbed and 
there is no change in the 
constitutional relationship 
with the United Kingdom.” 

Others in official and 
banking . circles share his 
optimism. They realize that 
many in Britain and Brus¬ 
sels regard their low tax 
structure and offshore fin¬ 
ancial activities with dis¬ 
favour. They are philosophi¬ 
cal about British sreps to 
make . it harder for its own. 
citizens to -escape the tax 
net, but alert to safeguard 


the interests of old-csrab- 
lished islanders and the 
banks and mists which con¬ 
tribute to revenue. 

They fee! that any EEC 
threat is unlikely as long as 
Monaco, and Luxembourg 
'enjoy a special position. 
Attempts to close havens 
within the market could 
drive mobile money to places 
where it would'neither bene¬ 
fit Europe nor be within its 
control. 

Wishful thinking plays a 
part in this cheerfulness. In¬ 
ternal political pressure in 
the prosperous islands is low. 
Guernsey goes to the polls on 
March 24 but for- those elig¬ 
ible for the electoral register 
only 50 per cent returned the 
forms. About balf of these 
are expected to vote 

Much power is left with 
the chairman of committees 
responsible for various as¬ 
pects of the economy, and 
perhaps even more in the 
hands of officials who advise 
them. As in other countries, 
the number of public serv¬ 
ants has increased and is still 
rising, and so is expenditure. 
In 1976 estimates for educa¬ 
tion. public health and social 
security in Jersey total 
£16.8m, double the 1973 
figure. 


Nobody will doubt the 
Channel Islanders' determina¬ 
tion ro preserve rhe degree 
of independence they have 
enjoyed for 1,000 years. They 
emphasize that tbeir link 
with Britain lies not through 
Westminster but with the 
Crown. The islands were part 
of the Duchy of Normandy 
before William the Con¬ 
queror invaded Britain. 

Laws passed by the States • 
of Jersey and Guernsey re¬ 
ceive the royal assent by 
Order in Council. Presum¬ 
ably, if the Chancellor of the , 
Exchequer tried to make a J 
fiscal takeover of the islands, 
the Queen could call upon 
her Privy Councillors to de¬ 
fend them. What excitement 
there would be among con¬ 
stitutional lawyers. 

A fanciful idea, but in the 
Channel Islands old customs 
are not reserved for tourists. 
The appeal for help known 
as the Clamour dc Haro can 
be raised by any citizen to 
restrain another from 
allegedly infringing his in¬ 
terests until the appropriate 
court derides the matter. It 
was recently used by a shop¬ 
keeper who complained that 
construction work near by 
was harming bis trade. 


Guernsey has about 45 depo¬ 
sit-taking companies bolding 
more than £500m. In Jersey 
the figure is 35 companies 
with funds of £l,100m. Of 
that total some £200m is in 
foreign currency deposits 
and another £200m repre¬ 
sents sterling deposits from 
countries outside the sche¬ 
duled sterling area. 

Nobody offers a guess at 
how many further millions 
are managed by trusts and 
similar funds. In Jersey 
alone 2,000 companies have 
been registered in the past 
10 years. 

Both islands acted to res¬ 
train the number of banks 
when, a few years ago, they 
seemed likely to take over 
the main streets of the capi¬ 
tals, St Peter Port and St 
Helier. They have also been 
forced to recruit most of 
the staff locally instead of 
importing them from 
Britain and elsewhere. 

Bankers and investment 
managers like the islands. 
As one said, “ Jersey is not 
too greedy ”. Tax is levied 
at 20 per cent on both per¬ 
sonal and company income. 
There is a corporation tax, 
but this is only £300 a year, 
and is confined to com¬ 
panies registered in the 
islands but not controlled 
there, which do riot pay in¬ 
come tax on all their in¬ 
come. Capital gains are not 
taxed. 

When officials and 
bankers refer to the area as 
stable, they mean not only 
that it is politically quiet, 
but that investors can rely 
on consistent rax policies. 
Jersey’s income tax has 
been *20 per cent since 1940, 
while Guernsey fell into 
line in 1960 after flirting 
a higher rate plus sur¬ 
tax. 

Respectability as well as 
stability is now prized 
in international financial 
centres. "People come‘from 
different parts of the world 
to set up operations here in 
preference to other loca¬ 
tions”, a Guernsey merchant 
banker said. “They do not 
talk about stability, they feel 
there is something respect¬ 
able about this location. 
Also, it is close ro London 
and easy to get to and from 
the Continent.” 

He rejected tbe idea that 
this harmed Britain : “We 
are convinced much more 
money > flows into Britain 
through our operations than 
flows out,. . If anyone wants 
to transfer money illegally it 


is more likely to go through 
Dover than the Channel 

Islands.” 

The link with London will 
be reinforced when the Lord 
Mayor of London, Sir Lind¬ 
say Ring, a Lloyd’s under¬ 
writer, visits the Channel 
Islands in May. 

Conseiller E. D. Collas, 
President of Guernsey's 
Advisory and Finance Com¬ 
mittee, said: “Our finance 
industry is of value to the 
United Kingdom balance of 
payments. As we have no 
central banking system of 
our own anything which we 
produce goes into the,.Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom pool 7. 

Officials empbasize that 
they did not deliberately set 
out* to make the islands a 
sort of accommodation 
address for mobile money. 
Much of the expansion 
arose through policies pur¬ 
sued by Britain, over which 
they had no control. 

Heavy taxation encouraged 
people to emigrate. 
In 1972. when Britain 
reduced the scheduled terri¬ 
tories drastically, the Chan¬ 
nel Islands remained in the 
srerling area. This increased 
their attractions, for: 
accounts of non-residents of 
the scheduled territories arc 
generally classified external 
in the islands, and may be- 
operated with a 'minimum* 
of restriction. 

The banking boom roared 
ahead, and finally had to be 
restrained. At one stage pro¬ 
jects which would have, 
required 7,500 extra stafF 
were planned in one island 
alone. 

Although some of fire- 
companies which arrived 
during this expansion have 
discreetly disappeared, or 
were rescued by more pros¬ 
perous rivals, major scan¬ 
dals have been averted.. 
Depositors ore protected bv ; 
law, and Jersey boasts that 
one operator who has since' 
been severely criticized ‘was’ 
refused permission to open 
up.

Living at the southern end 
of one of the world’s busiest 
seaways, and visited by 
more titan 10,000 private 
yachts annually, Channel 
Islanders are no strangers 
to shipwrecks and rescues. 

Every year brings a new 
crop of inridens. Mast are 
of a minor nature, but some 
involve strandings, sinkings 
and loss of life. 

A contributory factor is 
the increasing amount of 
maritime traffic in the 
area—about 350 ships a dav 
excluding cross-Channel fer¬ 
ries. Others include storms, 
fog, mechanical failure, 
human error, panic, igno¬ 
rance, even blind stupidity 
and drunkenness. 

It is estimated that since 
1965 about 40,000 tons of 
commercial shipping have 
been wrecked near the 
islands with the loss of 
more than 30 lives. In 1974 
Guernsey saw the stranding 
of the giant bulk ore carrier 
Elwood Mead on its maiden 
voyage, and the destruction 
by hurricane of the 2,000- 
ton Cypriot freighter Pros¬ 
perity whose crew of 18, 
including a pregnant woman, 
was drowned. 

History books and 
hundreds of barnacled hulks 
littered on coastal seabeds 
prove that the situation is 
not new. So much British 
shipping was being lost in 
the area that in 1723 United 
Kingdom merchants 

organized the building of 
cbe first warning beacons 
on the notorious Les 
Casquets reef near Alder¬ 
ney. Among scores of ships 
to founder there was the 
prized flagship Victory. 

In 1744 its entire comple¬ 
ment of 1,100 officers and 
men perished. 

Today Les Casquets light 
and foghorn, along wth 


those of Les Hanois, Guern- 
: sey, Corbiere, Jersey and 
the French Les Roches 
Douvres remain vital nav- 
! igation marks. Jersey’s state- 
i owned Corbiere, for the 
past hundred years the most 
southerly manned light¬ 
house in the British Isles, 
has recently become fully 
automated, its keepers re- 

E laced by a computer system 
Down as BAPS (Beacon 
automated processing sys¬ 
tem). Its refinements in¬ 
clude an experimental direc¬ 
tion and distance finding 
radio device coupled with a 
weather state indicator. 

It is one of several new 
aids introduced in die area 
lately. Guernsey's newesr is 
an automated direction 
finder installed at the 
island’s La Villiaze airport 
with a “ slave ” extension to 
St Peter Port harbour signal 
station. Operating 24 hours 
a day an channel 16, the 
emergency frequency, the 
ADF, is believed to be the 
first oF its kind working in 
British waters. 

Within seconds oF receiv¬ 
ing a mayday call, or other 
distress message, the equip¬ 
ment produces the compass 
bearing along which the 
communication has tra¬ 
velled. Used in conjunction 
with airport radar in Jersey 
or Guernsey it is a consider¬ 
able advance with an excit¬ 
ing development potential. 

Both main islands, whose 
lifeboat crews have formi¬ 
dable records for coura¬ 
geous rescues, have new 
Royal National Life-boat In¬ 
stitution craft. Guernsey’s 
is the 52ft long, steel-hulled 
and self-righting Arun Class 
Sir William Arnold whicb 
cost E150.000 and travels at 
up to 18 knots. Jersey has a 
similar smaller vessel 


Thomas James King capable 
of 15} knots and named 
! after a former coxswain. 

These are supported, if 
need by, by various 
publicly-owned and private 
craft, while in Guernsey— 
often the coordinating 
centre for sauihem Channel 
operations—die St John 
Ambulance has one of the 
world’s finest collection of 
rescue equipment It in¬ 
cludes a high-speed marine 
ambulance, Flying Christine 
II, inshore rescue craft 
fully-trained and equipped 
cliff-rescue _ teams, recom¬ 
pression units, and consider¬ 
able radio communications 
resources. 

The unit’s facilities, com¬ 
manded by Area Commis¬ 
sioner Reginald Blanchford, 
have been developed at a 
cost of about £70,000 over 
recent years and include a 
mobile radar van designed 
to travel to convenient 
coastal locations for track¬ 
ing down stricken vessels. 

With the blessings of 
several United Kingdom 
authorities the St John team 
is also conducting a five- 
year trial of a transponder 
device which, fitted to res¬ 
cue craft, immediately indi¬ 
cates their geographical 
position on monitoring 
radar scanners. If the trials 
are successful similar trans¬ 
ponders, already standard 
equipment on most aircraft, 
may eventually be fitted to 
every ship at sea. 

For several years, liaison 
between the relevant United 
Kingdom, French and island 
authorities has produced 
significant improvements in 
air-sea rescue procedures 
and communications in the 
area. It is now possible for 
a search and rescue coor¬ 
dinator, usually the Guern- , 
sey or Jersey harbaurmas-

Settlers attracted to tax haven

The differences that exist 
between the individually 
self-governing Channel 

Islands are something that 
newcomers usually discover 
first when they go house 
hunting. 

If you are not rich 
enough, or distinguished 
enough, to gain entry to 
Jersey, you can make the 
15-minute hop to Guernsey 
where a different set of 
rules applies. Or you can 
cross to Sark, where buying 
a freehold property depends 
simply on availability and 
the consent of the island’s 
Seigneur, or to Alderney, 
where there are no restric¬ 
tions. 

For tax and ocher reasons 
and not least because they 
seem peaceful havens the 
Channel Islands attract far 
more would-be settlers than 
they can take. 

Sark and Alderney are 
small enough to deal with 
the _ problem simply by 
building restrictions. Jersey 
and Guernsey have had to 
devise systems of control 
that will enable them to 
absorb a limited number of 
wealthy settlers and essen¬ 
tial workers without sending 
boose prices soaring ana 
building on their remaining 
green spaces.

Jersey’s policy' now is to 
allow in a maximum of 15 
new wealthy immigrants a 
year after topping up any 
losses through death or 
departure. One of rhe qual¬ 
ifications is to be able to 
pay at least £10.000 local in¬ 
come tax at 2Qp in ihe 
pound, though other factors, 
including the house you 
want to buy, are also taken 
into accounr. Alternatively, 
you can qualify nn social 
grounds, such as being a 
leading musician nr arrisr 
whose presence would be an 
asset to the island. 

Those who apply on eco¬ 
nomic grounds deal priva¬ 
tely with Mr Colin Powell, 
Jersey's Economic Adviser, 
who satisfies himself that 
their assets are sufficient. 
Senator John Averty, the 
president of the Housing 
Committee, explains:_ "This 
ensures confidentiality— 
nobody else knows any 
details except perhaps the 
applicant’s bank manager." 

Serclers in this bracket 
are advised to look for pro¬ 
perties of about £100.000 
upwards to get the neces¬ 
sary final seal of approval 
from the Housing Commit¬ 
tee. This figure is nothing 
unusual in Jersey—leading 
estate agents have proper¬ 
ties in their books extend¬ 
ing from £250.000 to Elm.

couple with no family be 
conditioned to buy a house 
with seven or eight bed¬ 
rooms ?”

The Royal Trust Com¬ 
pany of Canada (Cl) has 
recently introduced a build¬ 
ing-society type mortgage 
scheme designed to step in 
where Jersey’s states loan 
scheme leaves off—pre¬ 
sently at £12,000. 

Guernsey operates a two- 
tier housing system that has 
kept down costs for island- 
bom residents more effecti¬ 
vely chan in Jersey, and has 
also made life simpler for 
estate agents and buyers.

tion rooms, two bathrooms, 
fitted kitchen, utility room 
and magnificent sea views. 

But as Mr Gordon Miller, 
of. Miller, Clements & Co, 
poinrs out: “To a couple 
who have come from a 28- 
acre estate in Sussex, for 
example, some open market 
properties in Guernsey art 
twice the price they would 
expect to pay. What they 
are buying in real terras, 
however, is not just a house 
but a tax haven—and a 
pleasant way of life. We 
seldom lose people wan 
decide to settle here.” 

Lovell 8c Partners, which 
operates in both islands, has 
sold Guernsey- bouses to 
newcomers who have found 
tbe qualifications foi Jersey 
residence roo rigorous, and 
have opted for Guernsey in¬ 
stead. 

Lovell is the agent for 
one of the few Guernsey 
properties that equate in 
terms of size and grandeur 
with top Jersey homes. 
FTavilland Hall, owned by 
Count Blucher, a German 
businessman, is up for sale 
at E400,000. It was built in 
1775 by Colonel Thomas 
Fiott de Havilland, an archi¬ 
tect and engineer who built 
Madras harbour and drained 
the Punjab. The 50-ecre 
estare also contains a farm¬

Channel 
Islands through taking over 
local private concerns. 

Apart from normal opera¬ 
tions, they provide a house 
mortgage service. Three cur¬ 
rencies, Guernsey, Jersey 


and English, are virtually 
interchangeable in the 
islands, and the - banks act 
as distributors of local notes 
and coins. Shopkeepers 
benefit, since tourists like 
to spend non-English notes 
before they leave. 

Banks also help In tax- 
gathering. There is no offi¬ 
cial Paye . scheme, but 
employers can make arran¬ 
gements to deduct so -much 
a month from wages to send 
to the inland revenue.

total value. Roses,. freesias 
and carnations are included ; 
there are not so many daffo¬ 
dils now. 

“Virtually all are grown 
under glass. Because of the 


weather it was a poor sea¬ 
son last year when it was 
very difficult to get flowers 
to market in good condi¬ 
tion.” 

Dairy farming in Guern¬ 
sey is also being stream¬ 
lined. An agricultural offi¬ 
cial said: “Today there are 
only about 150 farms. In the

“ The attractions in winter 
are the cheap package deals 
and the duty-free shop¬ 
ping ”, Mr Salmon says. 

In Jersey there is an in¬ 
creasing tendency for hotels 
to remain open all year. 
With . new building almost 
impossible, a number of 
old-established hotels have 
recently undergone facelifts 
— including the Central, 
The Royal Yacht, the 
Merton, the Agrexsonc, and 
the Hotel de France where 
a big new conference centre 
stands on what used to be 
the front garden. A new 
purpose-built hotel, the 
Oasis, will be opened later 
this year on the site of a 
burnt-out hotel, and a 
£750,000 development is tak¬ 
ing place at Jersey Holiday 
Village at Portelet. 

The stop-go development 
of the 23-acre Fort Regem 
leisure complex in the 
Napoleonic fort dominating 
the town of St Hriipr is 
going ahead again. Its sports 
and leisure facilities include 
a new “ dry-skate" skating 
rink. 


Mr Maurice Segal, 
m ana ging director of the 
Modem Hotels group, says: 
“I am convinced that Jer¬ 
sey is a place for groups in 
the winter—a place for fun 
weekends rather than for 
individuals ”. His company 
will be offering inclusive 
winter weekend breaks on 
the island next winter at 
prices starting at £42*50 
from London. 

Although that looks likely 
to be a price to set the 
pace, it is one which will 
have travel agents’ heads 
nodding wisely. Three years 
ago a similar winter week¬ 
end package would have 
cost £19. The difference 
represents the one small 
cloud which the Channel 
Islands see in an otherwise 
sunny future. 

Faced with a certain 
amount of public resistance 
against travelling by sea far 
a two or three-day break 
and restrictions on charter 
flights from Britain, the 
islands rely heavily cm the 
airlines in making up these 
off-peak package deals. The 
airlines’ share represents 
more than half of the £4130 
price quoted above.

French happy, as do their 
chateau-bottled clarets; and 
there are even three fine 
Piedmontese wines of note

1 A®ong the leading sup¬ 
pliers to hotels and - res¬ 
taurants is the Le Riche 
; group, which owns siiper- 
; markets and has been a 
| wine shipper for more than 
150 years. The group’s exec¬ 
utive director, Mr G. A. 
Hibbeard, commented: 
“ From our sales we know 
there are plenty of gou^ 
mers among Jersey resi¬ 
dents. They are great tra¬ 
vellers, and those retired 
, from many parts of the 
. world are used to cosmopol¬ 
itan eating.” This is a far 
cry from' the idea—general¬ 
ly held by those who have 
never been there—chat Jer¬ 
sey is a “ chips with evexy- 
thing” place and simply a 
paradise for duty-free drink¬ 
ing. 

With beer from 15p a 
pint, and the average price 
of a measure of spirirs 
(larger than in Britain) ax 
about 17p, the pubs are 
always crowded with 
tourists, who also appreciate 
the more liberal licensing 
hours. Local breweries, in 
Jersey and Guernsey, have 
to import all their .raw 
materials. Beers in Jersey 
are stronger than in Britain 
and Mr Philip Me El wee, 
head brewer of the largest 
concern, _ the Arm Street 
brewery in Sr Helier, says . 
the draught special is 
sometimes too much for 
tourists with weak heads.. 

Most pubs provide well 
chosen, reasonably priced 
snacks and on a damp, 
misty day last month, we 
stopped for lunch at Les 
Fontaines, a fine old 
country pub with a welcom¬ 
ing open fire and superb 
fifteenth-century beams. We 
tasted the savoury Jersey 
bean pot (mixed beans 
marinated in pork juices) 
and were amused to see 
toasted sandwiches filled 
with boeuf stroganoff and 
chicken supreme. 

Regrettably they had no 
wine by the glass. Pubs gen¬ 
erally are not wine con¬ 
scious, and, so far, Jersey 
has only one wine bar, an 
old-established cosy place 
ruo by Le Masurier in Barb 
Street, St Helier. 

, lt I s a .Piry that some of 
the loveliest country pubs 
are driving out potential 
customers by relentless 
piped music or juke boxes , 
playing raucous pop, and 
that the ancient character 
of many town pubs has 
been, emasculated by taste- 
i less modernization.

But with three major galleries in 
London showing his work, some 
competition for the most famous 
paintings is inevitable. There 
must be no wholesale withdrawal 
of masterpieces from rivalry with 
Claude at the National Gallery or 
Kokoschka at the Tate. The new 
gallery must be allowed a few 
plums (perhaps sharing them in 
rotation), but it should be pos¬ 
sible to illustrare the range, of 
Turner’s art mainly from the 
maliy fine paintings which are 
lew well-known. 


In the average transaction where

in the dining room and is turned off 
as often as possible, the water is 
never really hot, and lighting is

Long ago we accepted, and try to 
use creatively, these facts of our 
situation: we eat a diet of the 
cheapest protein, the simplest fruit 
and vegetables, with few non-essen¬

There are three 
prime requirements: the protection 
of Rhodesia’s borders against 
aggression; a constitutional 
guarantee of white rights in a 
transfer of power; uid an allied 
decision to protea the future 
sovereignty of Rhodesia against 
Communist colonization. 

In the absence of a swift and 
ratifiable agreement, the borders 
can be protected only by a return 
of Her Majesty’s Government in 
force and sovereignty sufficient to 
deter the aggressors.

Sir, It is ironic that the Barnsley 
branch of the National Union of 
Journalists should sec": to “ black" 
four members of the rival Institute 
of Journalists almost on the eve of 
the passing into law of the 
Government's Trade Union and 
Labour Relations (Amendment i 
Bill. Such aaion, nLiich has 
received the blessing of the NUJ's 
national executive, is an example 
and a warning of what is likely to 
happen under the dosed shop 
provisions of the Bill. 

In Barnsley, one of the institute 
members, who bas been denied 
information from a number of public 
bodies, is a most experienced 
reporter, a man who has covered 
industrial and municipal affairs for 
many years, and whose work is 

recognized as of high quality. Tat 
union's action has resulted in the 
public of Barnslev being denied 
information from this man on sub¬ 
jects of the most important nature. 

It is not surprising that the 
Minister of Employment has asked 
the union to think again, and bas 
pointed out that the action might 
have more serious implications than 
either the Barnsley branch or the 
NUJ executive has so far 
appreciated. 

The Guild of British Newspaper 
Editors bas other examples of this 
kind which will be placed before rhe 
Royal Commission on the Press later 
tfiis month, but the Barnsley case 
encapsulates the dangers inherent 
in the Bill, dangers to whicb the 
guild has repeatedly drawn attention 
during its passage through Parlia¬ 
ment. 

A free press is founded, among 
other things, upon the public’s right 
to information and, I would add, to 
information provided without 
restriction and with aj much pro¬ 
fessional skill as an editor and bis 
staff can command. Each one of 
these principles has been trampled 
underfoot in Barnsley. In bow many 
more towns ; Jd cities will the public 
be denied its right to the l ;st service 
of unrestrired information once the 
Bill becomes law? 

The Bill does not exclude 
journalists and editors from its 
closed shop provisions. The so-called 
safeguard is to be a voluntary press 
charter. The guild remains convinced 
that such a charter will be useless 
against abuse of the Bill’s provisions 
from any quarter—be it union, 
proprietorial, political or com¬ 
mercial. Already the guild, in its 
constitution and its statement of 
principles, is committed to defend¬ 
ing an editor’s independence from 
improper pressures. In its present 
form the Bill is bound to intensify 
some at least of those pressures, 
and the only effective deterrent 
must have the force of law. In 
today’s cHmate nothing less can 
safeguard editorial independence 


Monetary policy 

From Mr G. N. Bancroft and others 
Sir, Professor Hayek’s essay on 
Choice in Currencj/ (published last 
month bv the Institute of Economic 
Affairs) is an important departure 
in the debate on monetary policy. 
Profpssor Hayek emphasizes a criti¬ 
cal distinction: governments may 
and do issue money—but they need 
not forbid their citizens the use of 
other currencies, whether issued by 
other central banks, or other agen¬ 
cies. Indeed, this principle could 
be extended to permit contracts and 
transactions to a be made in terms 
of any commodity, acceptable to aU 
rhe parties concerned. Democratic 
governments would be thus widen¬ 
ing the alternatives given to their 
citizens. 

We believe there is a strong case 
for exploring the possibilities for 
opening up a choice in the field of 
money. We commend tbe'setting up 
-of a study group to this end, to 
examine, initially, the consequences 
of aboljshina exchange controls, and 
modifying the laws relating to legal 
tender.

stipend, whose total effect would 
have been to reduce total earnings. 
The questions raised in the govern¬

It is right that our policy on 
stipends should stand comparison 
with those sections of the economy 
which are most assiduous in their 
implementation of _ Government 
policy, and for this reason we 
welcome the informed opinion of 
governing body members who wish 
to act as guardians of that policy. 
It is regrettable, however, that a 
newspaper of your standing should 
indulge in potentially damaging 
allegations based on hearsay and 
gossip without adequately checking 
the facts.

Making prisons harder

Sir. The views of the Association 
of Magisterial Officers are reported 
prominently in The Times today 
(March 8). I am disturbed, not so 
much by their demands for a sys¬ 
tem of “ Russian-type labour 
camps” and the like which defy, 
all we know about human behaviour 
in institutions, but by the totally' 
irresponsible accusations made of 
probation officers, social workers,- 
and the naive generalization about* 
the police. 

The association represents 3,300 
court staff who with others are 
responsible for the administration 
of justice. What sort of justice can 
we expect when this association is 
so ready to see the probation service 
as identifying with “the anarchic 
exponents of the alternative 
sociery” or is pressing for prisons 
to be made “sufficiently nasty”? 
Justice is in grave danger if we 
allow the attitude of the police, 
the magistrates, probation officers, 
courts’ staff, social workers, judges 
and others involved in criminal jus¬ 
tice and the treatment of offenders 
to become polarized between those 
taking a hard line and those taking 
a soft line irrespective of the cir¬ 
cumstances of any individual 
defendant. 

The problems presented by the 
considerable increase in crime can 
only be dealt with if all those in¬ 
volved are working to the same end. 
This is manifestly not the case, and 
in part because penal policy in this 
country lacks a clear sense of direc¬ 
tion and purpose.

Lord Camoys died- yesterday 
at the age of 62. The head of a 
leading Roman Catholic family, 
his affairs were much in the 
news earlier this- year after it 
had become known that be and 
Lady Camoys had decided to sell 
Stonor Park, Oxfordshire, a 
family borne -whose history 
stretches back ro before the 
Norman Conquest, and also the 
contents of the house in an 
attempt to resolve their immedi¬ 
ate financial difficulties. 

The decision to sell was 
opposed by Lord Camoys’s son 
and heir, the Hon Thomas 
Stonor, who was said to be 
anxious to buy tbe house. 

Part medieval, part Tudor, 
part 18th century, the house was 
restored in recent years at great 
cost, borne jointly by various 
members of the Stonor family, 
tbe Exchequer and tbe Hisroric 
Buildings Council. 

Stonor Park is of particular 
interest to Roman Catholics 
since the house played a signify 
taut role in recusant history. 
Edmund Campion and other 
English martyrs were hidden 
there in the 16th century. The 
paintings, books and manu¬ 
scripts kept in the house are 
i a 7erlinked with the fortunes of 
the Roman Catholic church in 
England. Tbe contents of Stonor 


Park were disposed of in a two- 
day sale in January, when a 
total of over £150,000 ms 
realized. 

Lord Camoys, the son. of the 
fifth Baron Camoys whom -he 
succeeded in 1368, was born on 
July S, 1913. He saw service in 
the Second World War m the 
Oxfordshire and Buckingham¬ 
shire Light Infantry, -retiring 
because of ill-health, with the 
rank of Major in 1944. He took 
his share of public duties in Ox¬ 
fordshire. had sat on the County 
Council and was a former chair¬ 
man of the county records com¬ 
mittee. Like others who describe 
themselves as “ educated pri¬ 
vately, mostly self-taught” he 
had an. inquiring mind; his in¬ 
terests ranged widely and his 
recreations embraced the study 
of art. architecture, botany, 
ornithology and lepidoptera. At 
the January sale his personal 
collection of staffed birds, 
butterflies and other items of 
natural history made £12,842.

Property group shares suspended

In an unexpected announce¬ 
ment made just after midday 
yesterday, AIP called for a 
" temporary " halt to trading in 
its ordinary shares, loam stocks 
and warrants. Shares through¬ 
out • the property sector 
weakened as the stock market 
awaited a promised statement 
on the reasons for the suspen¬ 
sion. 

But after , a directors’ meet¬ 
ing, the company merely issued 
a statement confirming that the 
suspension- had been called for 
pending discussions on funding 
arrangements for the group 
which has £124m of borrowings. 
A further announcement is ex¬ 
pected today. 

AIP, which under the 
management of the late Mr 
Gabriel Harrison in the 1960s 
and early 1970s, was rated 


among the property sector’s 
“glamour” stocks, has recently 
been struggling with an increas¬ 
ing revenue deficit. 

In 1975 the group reported a 
pre-tax loss of £L2m, but this 
figure fails to take account of 
development outgoings charged 
directly to capital costs, which 
bring the overall loss to more 
than ElOra. 

Despite property sales which 
have brought in around £35m 
since last March, AIP has had 
to lean heavily upon the sup¬ 
port of its bankers. 

In its last accounts, when 
directors were unable to give 
a firm opinion as to the true 
value of the group's £209m 
property portfolio, the com- 
pair/'j rv.ditors noted that the 
figures bad been prepared “on 
a going' concern basis on the 
assumption of continued sup¬ 
port from the group’s bankers 
and other financial institu¬

Mr Peter Olsherg, AIP’s 
chairman, was unavailable for 
comment on the situation last 


night, but Lazards, the group’s 
merchant banker, confirmed 
that yesterday's suspension and 
directors’ meeting were 
decided upon to give time to 
deal with arrangements to 
guarantee on-going finance for 
the group. 

Apart from funds to complete 
its remaining developments! 
AIP still has to carry the costs 
of a number of recently com¬ 
pleted but as yet imlet schemes, 
including the 165,000 sq ft 
Amalgamated House in Trinity 
Square.

It is under¬ 
stood that existing arrange¬ 
ments for bank finance, notably 
from Barclays Bank, expire at 
the end of tills month.

The arresr warrant was issued 
by a magistrate investigating 
allegations dtst sums of money 
were paid to obtain permits to 
open supermarkets in the Rome 
area. 

The Montedison parent, in a 
statement, pointed out that 
Signor Sferza reported volun¬ 
tarily to the carabinieri at 
Spoleto after hearing of the 
warrant. It has since asked him 
to withdraw his resignation. 

This contrasted with the con¬ 
duct of Signor CamilJo 
Croriani, former chairman of 
Finmeccanica, the engineering 
holding company of the state- 
owned ERI group, who fled 
abroad last month when sought 
on a corruption charge in con¬ 
nexion with the Lockheed 
bribes scandal.

He is also investigating 
Signor Francesco Fabbri, Chris¬ 
tian Democrat under-secretary 
(deputy minister) at the 
Treasury, and Signor Pasquale 
Chiomenti, a leading Rome 
lawyer. 

The case concerns the exact 
sum, running into several mil¬ 
lion dollars, which the United 
States garment manufacturer 
Genesco paid for its loss-malting 
San Remo subsidiary, near 
Treviso, to he taken over by 
GEPI in 1974. 

Signor Fabbri has announced 
he will resign from the govern¬ 
ment to answer the charges.

Iran oil companies call 
for summit with Shah

The Shah of Iran has been 
asked to arrange a summit meet¬ 
ing with the heads of the inter¬ 
national oil company members 
of a consortium which buys 
the bulk of the country’s o3 
output. 

A top-level meeting was 
suggested by the companies, 
which are concerned at the 
strained relations ' with the 
Iranian government after the 
decline in oil purchases by the 
consortium. 

The proposal was made as the 
companies were due to begin 
further negotiations on 
revisions to the oil purchase 
agreement signed in 1973. 

Iranian oil production fell 
by over 11 per cent last year, 
and after considerable acrimony 
the Iranians last month cut the 
price of their heavy crude oil 
in a so far unsuccessful attempt 
to stimulate sales. 

The 1973 agreement covers 
more than sales. The com¬ 
panies are obliged to put up 
40 per cent of new develop¬ 


ment costs against fumre pur¬ 
chases of oil as one of the 
conditions for remaining pre¬ 
ferred customers for Iranian 
crude. 

At the request of the com¬ 
panies these advance payments 
were waived in January and 
February but are due to resume 
in die middle of this month.

The case for reforming company taxation 


This year the Chancellor faces 
separate problems in the per¬ 
sonal and corporate tax struc¬ 
tures. Let ns naively suppose 
that Mr Healey’s main Budget 
objectives are towards con¬ 
tinued pay restraint and infla¬ 
tion control, while seeking to 
build a solid base upon which 
industry can mount its 
medium-term recovery. That 
would seem not coo daft a pro¬ 
gramme for any Chancellor of 
any political persuasion to set 
himself in 1976. 

Then, on the personal tax 
side, the problem is obvious 
and the route along which he 
should drive to solve it very 
dearly signposted: the basic 
direct tax rate of 35 per cent 
plus 5.75 per cent “social 
security ** tax (from April 6) is 
too high, its threshold is too 
low and the progression from 
nil to 40-5 per cent is too 
steep. 

At £4,000 a year a United 
Kingdom’s taxpayer's average 
rate is 22.4 per cent, compared 
with 11 per cent in Germany 
and 2J5 per cent in France. 
This situation has created the 
notorious and well documented 
poverty trap, severe overtime 
disincentive, executive emigra¬ 
tion. and a general middle in¬ 
come'squeeze. 


Raising the 
threshold 


All this Mr Healey cannot 
possibly ignore, the only ques¬ 
tion being whether he wOl go 
for a general increase in per¬ 
sonal reliefs—which . would 
work its way through aB in¬ 
come brackets—or some new 
specialized small income relief, 
which would concentrate on 
raising the 1975-76 threshold of 
£28 a week for a married man 
with two children. 

A lifting of the threshhold 
by £600 .per annum would rive 
a married man personal relief 
of £1,555, the equivalent of a 
£6 a week pay increase. It 
would give more to the middle 
range executive at, say, £6,000 
per annum, who is into the 


higher rate bands—there is no 
lack of justification at that 
level and Mr Healey has 
already indicated that he is 
thinking on these lines. 

If is in the corporate tax 
sector that more awkward fis¬ 
cal management problems 
arise. In fact, it would be fair 
to say that the Chancellor— 
with the aid of his predeces¬ 
sors—has made a terrible mess 
of corporate tax, so much so 
thar there is now a case for 
abolishing it altogether. 

We have got a frighteningly 
high rate of 52 per cent, but ’a 
relatively tiny yield (see 
table)—-less than that for 1973- 
74. Corporate profits have, of 
course, fallen bade, but the 
main cause is the stock relief 
provision introduced in 
November, 1974. The purpose 
was to give relief from cor¬ 
poration tax for the effect of 
inflation ou a company’s 
stocks. 

Under the historic valuation 
system, tax is chargeable upon 
the difference between cost 
and sale prices, paying no 
regard to the fact that the sale 
proceeds w3 be applied in pur¬ 
chasing replacement stock at 
current cost and to that extent 
will not be available to pay 
tax: 

The stock appreciation 
relief—a formula hastily 
devised in the liquidity crisis 
atmosphere of the 1974 
winter—attempts to meet the 
point and permits companies 
to reduce taxable profits by 
the increase in stock values 
during a year. This is a defer¬ 
ral, not a forgiveness of tax, 
and the opening valuation for 
the succeeding year is corres¬ 
pondingly adjusted. 

The weakness of this 
machinery is now emerging: 
first, it is a formula which 
taeks no account of changed 
stock oohmtes. A company 
which permits its stock to 
mount up to inefficiently high 
levels gets tax relief as a 
reward for doing so. 

Secondly, it has the effect of 
creating deferred tax liabilities 
in a company’s balance sheet, 
on a scale which may affect a 
company’s whole financial posi¬ 
tion and borrowing capacities. 

Thirdly—despite the cooclu-

review of wririog down allow¬ 
ances and the practical effects 
of the ACT system. 

Certainly some better stock 
adjustment relief machinery 
must be found soon. That 
machinery must be Sufficiently 
sensitive to restore corporation 
tax—chargeable at a less deter¬ 
rent rate—to its rightful place 
in the yield table and it must 
eliminate the damaging cumu¬ 
lative effect

tion of Sandfiands—there is an 
argument in favour of tbe total 
ex empti on of holding gains on 
stock, rather than deferral and 
clawback each year. 

Fourthly, the manner in which 
tbe relief has been 
introduced—two separate bites 
at the cherry so far—has 
created mocb uncertainty in 

industry, as companies are 
finding it unusually awkward 
to forecast their next year’s 
tax liabilities. 


How formula 
has worked 


Despite all these disadvan¬ 
tages, it can be argued that the 
formula has in practice worked 
well—only too welL Main- 
stream corporation tax bills 
have dropped sharply, leaving 
in many cases a liability con¬ 
sisting only of advance cor¬ 
poration tax, the tax related to 
the amount of dividends or 
other distributions paid by a 
company in a particular finan¬ 
cial year. Advance corporation 
tax can in theory be set 
against an y liability to main- 
stream corporation tax charge¬ 
able upon profits. But if there 
is no mainstream corporation 
tax, ACT cannot be credited. 

That is what has been hap¬ 
pening, largely because of 
stock adjustment relief. Cor¬ 
poration tax has been trans¬ 
formed into a dividend with¬ 
holding tax—exactly what it 
was not supposed to be¬ 


lt is not shown in tbe CIR 
Report* how much of the fore¬ 
cast corporation tax is ACT, 
but some idea of the respective 
proportions can be deduced 
from the statement that of the 
increase in corporation tax be¬ 
tween 1973-74 and 1974-75— 
some £596m—£575m repre¬ 
sented increased ACT. 

In fact, 1974-75 corporation 
tax was £124 m higher than 
forecast because of “errors in 
the estimation of the timing of 
impact of stock relief”. 

What seems to emerge— 
extrapolating from these 
figures—is mat corporation tax 
has become a fairly meaning¬ 
less exercise in. terms of yield 
and the long debate in 1971 
now seems very academic. It is 
arguable that when (if?) cor¬ 
porate profits rise again, the 
natural position will be re¬ 
stored. On the other hand, if 
stock relief is to be reviewed 
and a revised, uncertainly will 
continue. 

Sandilands (Appendix 3) 
devised an ingenious and com¬ 
plex new formula “ based upon 
a suggestion pur to us by tbe 
Board of Inland Revenue”. 
This requires stock volumes to 
be taken into account and 
leaves unsolved the problems 
of accumulating rax liabilities 
in companies’ accounts. 

It does not seem—to put it 
mildly—an ideal answer to the 
problem, nor—to be fair—did 
Sandilands put it forward as 
such. In the end that report 
recommended a Royal Commis¬ 
sion to deal with the tax prob¬ 
lems of inflation accounting, 
indexing of capital gains, a 


taxes which operate at 
source—that is, PAYE and, as 
it now seems, ACT. Deduction 
at source apparently makes up 
some £14,000m out of the total 
take of £17,000m. 


A record of 
trivial yields 


This looks ominous, in the 
sense that (he only taxes 
producing any significant yield 
are those which are unavoid¬ 
able. All the rest—individual 
trading profits, taxes on in¬ 
terest, capital gains tax and 
death duties, all of which have 
much higher collection costs— 
produce fairly trivial amounts; 
and thi« fa despite rates of 
charge which are unprece¬ 
dentedly high. 

In the last decade, the yield 
from PAYE has risen sixfold 
and the yield from taxes not 
withheld at source has risen by 
about half. The combination of 
high rates and low yields sug¬ 
gests some fall-off in standards 
of tax compliance m Britain 
and demonstrates how ineffec¬ 
tive are marginal rates of 52 
per cent (corporation tax), 98 
per cent (income taxes), and 
75 per cent (death duties). 

The truth of the matter is 
that Mr Healey can afford the 
most sweeping reductions' in 
tax rates next month— 
“afford" in every sense, save 
the political one.

‘Unemployment remains high and there is doubt about business confidence’ 

Unwarranted American euphoria about 
the pace of economic recovery 


The_ American economy Is now 
moving sluggishly away from 
the worst recession since 
World War Two. But so. many 
problems are still in evidence 
that an objective analyst must 
deem it premature . to claim 
that a solid recovery is under 
way. 

Objectivity about the eco¬ 
nomy has at the moment, how- 
ever, been cast to the winds in 
the. United States. Business 
magazines and newspapers are 
helping, to foster a kind of 
euphoria about the country’s 
inflation-free and brilliant eco¬ 
nomic ' outlook. 

New reports are being pub¬ 
lished daily by banks, broker¬ 
age houses, economists and tbe 
government that boast of the 
economy’s improving health. 

The bullish atmosphere is 
being strengthened by in¬ 


creasingly • glowing economic 
predictions by President Ford, 
while the advances on the stock 
market are being widely hailed 
as evidence of the bright out¬ 
look. 

People who express doubt 
at the optimism is warranted 
are swiftly shown official 
figm-es for recent months indi¬ 
cating falls in unemployment 
and the inflation rate but in¬ 
creases in factory orders, re¬ 
tail-sales. industrial output and 
corporate profits. 

Many serious problems are 
being g i ven .little attention in 
the press or by so called ex¬ 
perts in the government and 


on Wall Street Yet a set of 
statistics for recent months 
chat show i mp rovements from 
levels chat were the worst seen 
since World War Two are not a 
basis for an accurate descrip¬ 
tion of die true state erf the 
economy. Nor for that matter 
can much credibility be 
attached by an objective 
observer to. statements by a 
President on the campaign 
trail and seeking electon as his 
party’s presidential candidate. 

The economy has so many 
disturbing aspects that some of 
them demand attention. Un¬ 
employment, for example, re¬ 
mains high by any standards 
at about 8 per cent, and even 
government. economists can¬ 
didly admit, when pressed, that 
there is little prospect of a big 
redaction in the level in the 
next 12 months. 

Then there seems to be cause 
for doubting whether business 
confidence is anything like as 
strong as some Wall Street 
pundits suggest. Demand for 
commercial and industrial loans 
bas fallen significantly so far 
this year, data on inventories 
does not indicate that rebuild¬ 
ing of business stocks bas yet 
started on a large scale and in¬ 
vestment surveys continue to 
show mixed results. 

At best only a most modest 
rise in investment snending in 
red terms seems likely this 
year and to some extent this 
is hardly surprising in view of 
the much overlooked fact that

plant capacity use remains on 
average under 75 per cent. 

Then there are a series of 
potentially dangerous problems 
lurking ahead. Some large 
trade unions have i n dicated 
that they wfll be seeking big 
wage increases in forthcoming 
negotiations, despite the high 
level of unemployment. The 

E resent year has a particularly 
eavy schedule of collective 
bargaining and the inflation 
trend could seriously be 
affected by the outcome. 


Another worry on the infla¬ 
tion front is food prices, which 
have moved lower in recent 
months, but which an increas¬ 
ing number of agricultural 
experts now predict will 
rebound strongly in a few 
months. Energy prices, too, 
may also rise greatly, partly 
because of some relaxation in 
American controls and partly 
because dependence on foreign 
energy is rising steadily. 

Finally, the public sector can 
give cause only for concern. 
Tbe federal budget is likely 
this year to reach a record 
deficit and government borrow¬ 
ing could well exceed $90,000m. 
Many leading cities face acute 
fi Dancing problems which could 
force large cuts in spending. 


This would be bound to 
dampen the economy, while the 
prospect of some bankruptcies 
cannot be totally discounted, 
with all the psychological 
impact they could produce. • 

Certainly the economy has 
grown stronger since Iasi 
su mm er, but it remains in 
fragile health, subject still to 
many uncertainties and likely 
to encounter numerous serious 
difficulties in months ahead. 
Glowing predictions are simply 
not warranted at present and 
suggestions by an increasing 
number of political writers that 
Mr Ford’s election chances are 
sharply improving because tbe 
economy is doing so well appear 
at the moment to be totally 
irresponsible.

Two ardent wooers 
refuse to give way 


Just os the curtain was about 
to drop on Emu Wine, the lead¬ 
ing players found themselves 
going into a surprise encore 
yesterday. 

And after Monday night's 
182lp a share bid for the com¬ 
pany from private Australian 
wine group, Thomas Hardy, the 
stage could be occupied for 
some time yet.

The battle for Emu, a UK- 
based wine-making group with 
most of its assets in Australian 
vineyards, began in January 
with a 142p a share bid from 


Western Australian, through a 
subsidiary Bell Bros. At that 
stage it had already built up a 
32.5 per cent stake. 

This bid, valuing the company 
at £2.l3m did not compare par¬ 
ticularly well with an end 1974 
assets valuation of £3.43m— 
£900,000 of it in liquid form in 
the United Kingdom, and the 
board was aware of orher poten¬ 
tial suitors. 

Inchcape was not slow in com¬ 
ing forward. After a series of 
secret ta'ks it put in a bid at 
170p which was promptly 
agreed by the board. But West¬ 
ern Australian quickly equalled 
that figure. 

Thomas Hardy’s offer is sub¬ 
ject to a 90 per cent acceptance 
with the added rider that the 
group can decide what action 
to take if over 50 per cent 
acceptance is received. 

However Western Australian 
is fairly confident that the 
opposition wants 90 per cent 
and that their 32.5 per cent 
stake represents the trump card.

Profits exceed £7 million 
Work performed by the company rose to the record 
, level of £144 million in 1975, although inflation 
accounted for a proportion of the rise. Profits were 
also at a record level, exceeding £7 million for the first 
time, and would have been higher but for losses on 
two major civil engineering contracts in the United 
Kingdom and heavy start up costs on certain overseas 
contracts.

With this in view we are 
making good progress with the development of our 
overseas activities, although the difficulties in 
developing rapidly internationally, even for a 
company such as our own that is well experienced in 
overseas work, should not be underestimated. 

Sir Alfred McAlpine & Son (Northern) Limited 
The company had a good year and the forward order 
position is sound, particu¬ 
larly with the award after 
theyearend of the largest 
civil engineering contract 
ever let in Britain, the 
Dinorwic hydro electric 
pumped storage scheme. 

This contract valued at 
£60 million at January 
1975 prices, will take four 
to five years to complete 
and contains an inflation 
clause whiQ.fiwill give us 
some protection and 
mean that the final con¬ 
tract figure will be 
considerably higher.

I have already 
referred tothe necessity to increase workload overseas 
as a cushion against the wide fluctuations which 
successive Governments give to public work at home. 
Whilst nothing in the construction industry is wholly 
predictable I shall be very disappointed if we do not 
make further progress with profits in the currentyear, 
which has started satisfactorily. Generallythe 
company has made very good progress and should 

certainly continue to do so

Foreign 

Exchange 

The depreciation rtite indicator 
for sterling against 10 currencies 
climbed to a record 33.2 per cent 
yesterday, from 33.1 per cent on 
Monday. But trailing on the for¬ 
eign exchanges was calmer than 
recently. 

Sterling was moderately lower 
against the dollar at the close, at 
51.9415, down 10 points. Further 
losses by -sterling against other 
major currencies resulted in a 
fresh deterioration in the trade- 
weighted depreciation indicator. 

The Bank of England was be¬ 
lieved to have taken a much less 
active role in steadying sterling, 
after supporting the unit on Mun- 
day with operations of up to an 
estimated $2 50m. 

The pound briefly dropped to 
around SI.9380 during the after¬ 
noon and may have receired the 
bulk of yesterday’s official inter¬ 


vention at that point, dealers said. 

Late London trading was slightly 
unsettled by a Lagos radio report 
that Nigeria's Central Bank Gov¬ 
ernor. Mr Ciroma, had said that 
Nigerian foreign exchange re¬ 
serves. which used to be predom¬ 
inantly in sterling, had been 
redistributed into various conver¬ 
tible currencies. 

Gold rose 25 cents an ounce, to
